laid  upon  the  table. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  the  resolu- 
tion relieving  the  Finance  Committee  from  the  duty  of 
reporting  upon  the  Supply  Store  was  rescinded. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported  through 
the  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  and  the  report  was  received,  as 
follows  :

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  stated  that  he  had  complied 
with  the  directions  of  the  Board,  page  21,  Proceedings  of 
191 1. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  reporting  for  the  Commission 
on  the  Confederation  of  Church  Schools  and  Colleges, 
asked  that  the  Dean  of  th  Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
be  appointed  in  place  oi   I'mfessor  St.  G.  L.  Sioussat. 
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The  Chancellor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board,  made  the 
appointment  asked  for. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordi- 
nances, Mr.  Hampton  called  for  action  on  the  pending 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  being  Article  IV,  as  pro- 
posed at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  said  amendment 
having  been  adopted  on  its  first  passage  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  as  follows  : 

Article  IV. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Regents, 
three  of  whom  need  not  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  con- 
sisting of  three  Bishops,  three  presbyters,  and  six  laymen.  The 
Chancellor  shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and 
its  Chairman. 

At  the  first  election  of  members  of  said  Board,  one  Bishop,  one 
presbyter,  and  two  laymen  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  a  like  number 
for  two  years,  and  a  like  number  for  three  years.  As  the  term  of  its 
members  expire,  the  successors  shall  be  elected  for  three  years,  so 
that  four  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  all  the  powers  of,  and  act 
for  the  Board  of  Trustees,  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  not  in 
session,  and  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  acts  not  in 
conflict  with  the  Charter,  Constitution,  and  Ordinances  of  the  Corpo- 
ration. They  shall  keep  full  and  explicit  minutes  of  their  proceedings, 
and  annually  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  No  action  affecting  the  finances  of  the  University,  whether 
in  the  matter  of  investment,  expenditure  or  otherwise,  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  without  the  previous  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
appointing  members  of  the  Endowment  Committee,  with  power  of 
removal. 

Sec.  5.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  when  only 
five  are  present,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  required  for  effective 
action.     At  all  meetings,  each  class  of  Trustees  shall  be  represented. 

On  a  vote  being  taken,  the  amendment  was  carried  by  a 
unanimous  affirmative  vote,  a  majority  being  present  and 
voting. 

A  recess  was  taken  until  3  o'clock. 
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3  o'clock  P.M. 

The  Board  reassembled,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 

The  following  communication  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Theological  Department : 

June  10,  1 9 1 2. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Gentlemen  —  At  the  meeting  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  held  this 
day,  the  following  was,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Theological 
Faculty,  adopted  : 

"  In  view  of  the  wide  misunderstanding  and  adverse  comment 
among  other  institutions  of  learning  concerning  the  anomalous  degree 
of  Graduate  of  Divinity  now  given  at  Sewanee,  the  Hebdomadal  Board 
of  the  University  of  the  South  respectfully  petitions  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees that  the  said  G.D.  degree  be  discontinued  ;  and  that  a  Diploma  of 
Graduation  be  substituted  therefor  ;  the  respective  standards  for  gradu- 
ation and  for  the  B.D.  degree  to  remain  as  heretofore."'

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  entrance  requirements  of  the  Univer- 
sity be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Order  and  Discipline  to  report  to 
the  Board  at  this  session. 

Recess  for  thirty  minutes. 

The  Board  reassembled,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  rendered  the  report  of  the  Board,  which  was  re- 
ceived.     (See  Appendix  II.) 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia  : 

Resolved,  That  regulations  in  reference  to  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on    Constitution    and   Ordi 
nances,   together    with   the   amendment   proposed   by    the    Board   of 
Regents  on  the  term  of  office  of  the  Headmaster,  with  instructions  to 
incorporate  the  same  in  the  Ordinances. 
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The  resolution  referred  to  is  as  follows  : 

Resolved  (3) ,  That  Section  3  of  the  regulations  in  reference  to  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy  be  amended  by  striking  the  first  clausei 
and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "The  Headmaster 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  a  term  of  five  years." 

The  Board  of  Regents  also  reported  the  following  reso- 
lutions : 

Resolved  (1),  That  there  be  required  of  all  Juniors  a  course  on  the 
English  Bible,  three  hours  per  week  for  one  semester,  the  said  course 
to  include  instruction  upon  its  ethical  teaching. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  instructed  to  select 
and  assign  from  time  to  time  any  professor  to  deliver  this  instruction 
whom  it  may  consider  best  fitted  for  this  duty. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Hedomadal  Board  be  instructed  to  pro- 
vide, as  at  present,  that  Ethics  V  be  required  of  all  students,  candi. 
dates  for  any  degree,  and  Ethics  I  be  made  elective. 

Pending  discussion  of  Resolution  No.  1,  the  Bishop  of 
Southern  Florida  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  the  Chancel- 
lor spoke  to  the  subject. 

The  Chancellor  resumed  the  chair. 

On  motion,  Resolutions  Nos.  1  and  2  were  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  3  was  adopted,  and  on  motion  of  the 
Bishop  of  Atlanta,  the  several  resolutions  were  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  to  report 
proper  ordinances  for  the  same. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  made  a  partial  report  for  the 
Committee  on  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy.  Reso- 
lutions Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  6  were  adopted.  (Resolutions 
Nos.  4  and  5  were  postponed  for  future  consideration.) 

The  report  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  having  before 
it  the  Reports  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the  Headmaster  with  supple- 
mentary papers,  has  taken  into  careful  consideration  the  affairs  of  this 
department. 

We  are  deeply  impressed  by  the  earnestness,  the  sincerity,  and  the 
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unfailing  fidelity  of  the  Headmaster  in  this  great  trust.  His  efforts  to 
secure  students  have  been  intelligent,  unremitting,  and  markedly  suc- 
cessful,—  witness  the  large  enrollment  of  125  this  year,  of  which  old 
students  numbered  42,  new  83.  His  discharge  of  his  many  responsi- 
bilities has  demonstrated  unquestioned  conscientiousness  and  wonder- 
ful devotion  to  a  cause  in  which  his  interest  is  heartily  enlisted. 

The  work  of  the  Masters  in  their  several  departments  and  classes 
show  in  the  main  both  zeal  and  efficiency  worthy  of  commendation. 

We  cannot  concur  in  the  hopeful  outlook  of  the  Headmaster,  inas- 
much as  of  the  83  remaining  to  the  end  of  the  session,  34  have  with- 
drawn, 15  have  graduated,  leaving  34  possibly  carried  over  —  a  smaller 
percentage  than  remained  from  the  previous  year  (6o,3a7B%)-  We 
further  deplore  that  five  of  a  confessedly  excellent  faculty  are  leaving, 
not  for  financial  reasons.  We  remark  a  tendency  (which  should  be 
discouraged)  toward  a  severance  of  this  department  from  the  University. 
This  is  indicated  by  such  tokens  as  the  restiveness  of  the  Headmaster 
under  the  direction  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  ;  the  inability  of  the  Chaplain 
of  the  University  to  fulfil  his  obligations  to  the  students  ;  and  some  minor 
considerations.  Our  aim  should  plainly  be  to  coordinate  more  per- 
fectly this  with  the  other  departments  of  the  University,  while  pre- 
serving individuality  in  government  and  discipline. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  removal  of  the  requirement  that  the 
Masters  wear  the  uniform  of  the  School  should  be  rescinded,  and 
their  participation  in  the  corporate  life  be  symbolized  by  the  use  of  the 
cap  and  gown. 

The  interest  of  the  students  and  the  maintenance  of  organization 
has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  formation  and  equipment  of  a  School 
Band,  whose  service  has  been  valuable  and  appreciated. 

Some  valuable  spiritual  fruits  have  attended  the  pastoral  work  of 
the  Headmaster,  thirteen  of  the  cadets  having  been  presented  for  con" 
firmation,  presumably  after  due  preparation.  It  is  hoped  and  believed 
that  the  character  and  unselfishness  of  the  Headmaster  have  made 
lasting  impress  for  good  upon  many  others. 

Despite  the  encouragement  afforded  in  many  lines,  the  enlarging 
of  the  opportunity,  and  the  general  physical  equipment,  we  do  not  find 
the  success  present  or  prospective,  such  as  we  believe  we  have  a  right 
to  expect  from  this  preparatory  school  for  this  and  other  universities. 
Close  analysis  of  the  situation  has  produced  the  conviction  in  your 
committee  that  to  continue  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  as  at 
present  administered,  not  only  dooms  that  institution  to  failure,  but 
will  bring  sorrow  to  the  whole  University. 
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It  is  true  that  in  the  matter  of  gymnasium  and  a  suitable  social 
room  for  the  boys,  this  department  is  deficient.  But  these  and  similar 
conditions  in  minor  matters  cannot  account  for  the  widespread  and 
alarming  unpopularity  of  and  objections  to  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy. 

It  is  with  the  utmost  reluctance  that  the  committee  has  come  to  a 
unanimous  conclusion  that  the  principal  source  and  seat  of  the  present 
difficulties  is  in  the  almost  complete  absence  of  discipline  proper  to  the 
maintenance  of  such  an  institution.  The  lack  is  found  in  the  condition 
of  the  dormitory,  in  the  movements  and  habits  of  the  students,  in  free- 
dom of  association  between  the  boys  and  the  college  men,  in  the 
numerous  and  unexplained  absences  of  the  boys  from  classes,  in  their 
gathering  in  groups  out  of  bounds  in  undesirable  places,  in  the  loose 
conduct  of,  and  late  hours  in,  the  fraternity  houses.  The  untramelled 
licence  of  the  boys  is  notorious  and  hints  are  freely  dropped  of  the 
existence  of  vices  which  might  at  least  be  checked. 

Your  committee  offers  the  specific  resolutions,  the  reason  for  which 
we  are  prepared  to  sustain  : 

Resolved  (i),  That  greater  emphasis  be  laid  by  the  Board  on  the 
Commencement  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  by  the  attendance 
in  the  Choir  of  a  large  number  of  the  Bishops  and  other  clergy,  and 
the  presence  of  the  laity. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  renewed  attention  of  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  the  Headmaster  be  directed  to  the  recommendations,  pages  26 
and  27,  Journal  of  1911,  especially  Resolutions  2  and  5. 

Resolved  (3) ,  That  the  separation  between  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  and  the  University  in  social  intercourse  and  in  sports  be 
more  rigidly  maintained,  as  a  necessary  part  of  good  discipline  in  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Elections  to  be  Held,  and  the  report  was  received,  as 
follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Elections  to  be  Held  respectfully  calls  your 
attention  to  the  following  elections  to  be  held  at  this  session  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees : 

(1)  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Historiographer. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Regents. 

(3)  A  Joint  Committee  on  Endowments  and  Maintenance. 

(4)  Professors  to  fill  vacancies. 

(5)  A  Dean  of  the  Academic  Department. 
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On  motion,  this  committee  was  instructed  to  nominate 
persons  to  fill  the  several  vacancies. 

Adjournment  was  had  until  10  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 

THIRD  DAY 

Tuesday,  June  i  i,   10  a.m. 

The  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 

The  Board  resumed  the  discussion  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Sevvanee  Military  Academy. 

The  Board,  on  motion,  went  into  executive  session,  and 
Mr.  Spearing  addressed  the  Board. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Spearing  retired,  and  the  Board  resumed 
its  regular  sessions  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

The  committee  presented  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  placed  upon  their  passage  : 

Resolved  (4),  That  fraternity  houses  out  of  bounds  be  closed  and 
provision  for  social  life  of  the  students  be  provided  for  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

Resolved  (5),  That  the  secret  fraternities  in  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  be  abolished. 

Resolved  (6),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  have  the  necessary  repairs  made  on  the  heating  and  other 
interior  equipment  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

Resolutions  Nos.  4    and  6  were  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  5  was  placed  upon  its  passage,  and  was 
lost  by  a  vote  of  10  aye,   18  nay. 

The  report,  as  a  whole,  was  then  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  offered  the  following  reso- 
lutions in  connection  with  the  foregoing  report,  and  they 
were  adopted  in   principle,   and    referred    to  the  Commit- 
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tee  on   Constitution   and   Ordinances   to    put   into    proper 
Ordinances  : 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  entire  discipline  of  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  be  committed  to  the  Headmaster,  and  that  the  Headmaster 
be  held  responsible  for  the  whole  conduct  of  the  School — 

Except,  That  no  student  sha'l  be  dismissed  from  the  School  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  ;  and  — 

Except,  That  all  financial  matters  (receipts  and  expenditures)  shall 
be  under  the  control  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University,  and  — 

Except,  further,  That  the  course  and  system  of  study  shall  be 
arranged  by  the  Headmaster  iri  conference  with,  and  under  the 
direction  of,  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Headmaster  shall  have  the  appointment  of 
all  assistants,  after  conference  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  regarding  the 
matter  of  salary. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances 
be  instructed  to  revise  the  regu'ations  in  reference  to  the  Sewanee 
Military  Academy  to  conform  to  the  above  resolutions. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  placing  in  nomination  for  the  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  the  Rev.  John  S.  Littell,  and  it  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Honorary  Degrees. 

A  recess  was  had  until  3  o'clock  p.m.

the  Rev.  Henry  R.  Gummey,  D.D.,  to  be  Professor  of 
Ecclesiastical    History    aud    Polity,    and    in   this  case    the 
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Bishop  of  South  Carolina  nominated  the  Rev.   Chas.    W. 
Wells,  Ph.D.,  to  this  professorship,  and  moved  and  it  was 
carried  that  the  election  be  postponed  until  the  Committee 
on  the  Theological  Department  had  made  its  report. 
The  Bishop  of  Florida  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  be  elected  Chancellor  of 
the  University  for  the  term  expiring  in  1917. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  the 
Chancellor  absented  himself  from  the  Board. 

An  election  for  Chancellor  of  the  University  was  entered 
upon.  Messrs.  Gale  and  Faulkner  were  appointed  tellers, 
a  ballot  was  taken,  and  the  tellers  retired.  The  tellers  re- 
ported that  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thos.  F.  Gailor,  S.T.D.,  Bishop  of 
Tennessee,  had,  by  unanimous  vote,  been  elected  Chancel- 
lor of  the  University  for  the  term  expiring  in  191 7,  and  the 
Chair  so  announced. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  was  notified  of  his  election. 

The  Chancellor  resumed  the  chair. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  reported  for  the  Special  Com- 
mittee of  Bishops  of  the  University  of  the  South,  and  the 
report  was  received  and  ordered  printed,  as  follows  : 

To  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  University  of  the  South: 

It  appears  to  have  been  assumed  by  the  Bishops  gathered  in  June, 
191 1,  that  the  plan  recommended  in  the  previous  year,  of  visits  by  the 
Bishops  to  other  Dioceses  than  their  own  would  be  carried  out.  This 
programme  not  being  generally  understood  or  accepted,  the  Chancellor 
of  the  University,  at  a  meeting  held  during  the  Missionary  Council  at 
Knoxville,  in  November,  1911,  requested  us,  the  Bishops  of  Atlanta 
and  of  Georgia,  as  a  committee,  to  request  all  the  Bishops  connected 
with  Sewanee  to  enter  into  this  plan  during  the  winter  and  spring  of 
1912. 

An  individual  letter  was  prepared  and  sent  to  each  Bishop  on  our 
Board,  with  a  table  of  proposed  assignments,  which  they  were  respec 
tively  asked  to  accept.     Letters  engaging  to  carry  out  the  programme 
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were  received  from  the  Bishops  of  Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  Ten- 
nessee, Georgia,  Arkansas,  and  Atlanta.  Seven  of  the  number  de- 
clined for  various  reasons,  which  appear  in  the  correspondence  here- 
with submitted.  One  who  accepted  found  no  opportunity  to  carry 
out  the  programme,  with  mutual  convenience  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  and  himself,  and  from  eight  no  reply  was  received. 

Later  in  the  year,  letters  were  received  from  the  Bishops  of  North 
Carolina,  Arkansas,  and  Mississippi,  explaining  why  it  had  not  been 
practicable  for  them  to  carry  out  the  programme.  The  net  result  of 
the  effort  was  that  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  made  a  wide  circle  of 
visits,  with  very  satisfactory  results,  and  the  Bishop  of  Georgia  visited 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  made  addresses  in  two  churches 
in  Raleigh,  one  each  in  Tarboro,  Warrenton,  Henderson,  Durham, 
Burlington,  Winston,  Charlotte,  and  Salisbury.  His  letter  of  interest 
in  this  connection  is  hereto  attached. 

We  enclose  also  a  letter  from  Bishop  Burton,  explaining  conditions 
in  his  Diocese,  and  we  submit  all  the  papers  in  the  case  with  the 
expression  of  our  conviction  that  what  seems  to  be  the  most  necessary 
and  helpful  policy  for  Sewanee  can  be  made  effective  only  if  there  is 
great  heartiness  and  unanimity  on  the  part  of  the  episcopal  members 
of  the  Board. 

To  secure  increase  of  students  or  of  endowment  by  the  efforts  of 
two  or  three  members  of  the  Board  is  impracticable,  whatever  may 
be  thought  of  the  equalization  of  responsibility. 

We  are  as  profoundly  convinced  as  ever  we  were  of  the  value  of 
the  plan  already  tried,  if  pursued  with  enthusiasm  by  even  a  con- 
siderable number  of  our  episcopal  members,  but  if  the  plan  be  not  val- 
uable enough  to  be  taken  seriously,  we  recommend  that  it  be  aban- 
doned and  something  better  be  substituted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  as  follows,  the  nominees  being  elected  by 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board,  a  separate  election 
being  held  in  each  case : 

Your  Committee  on  Elections  to  be  Held  has  been  requested  to 
make  nominations  to  fill  vacancies  which  it  has  reported.  We  there- 
fore submit  the  following  nominations  : 

( 1 )  For  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and Historiographer •— 
The  Rev.  Jas.  G.  Glass,  of  Anniston,  Ala.  ( 1913-15) . 
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(2)  Joint  Committee  on  Endowment  and  Maintenance — From  the 
Board  of  Trustees:  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell,  D.D.,  Messrs.  W.  D.  Gale  and 
A.  H.  Robinson  (1913-15). 

(3)  The  Board  of  Regents  —  To  serve  for  one  year:  The  Rt.  Rev. 
Frederick  F.  Reese,  D.D.  (1913)  ;  The  Rev.  Stewart  McQueen  (1913)  : 
Mr.  W.  D.  Gale  (1913)  ;  Mr.  W.  W.  Hampton  (1913). 

To  serve  for  two  years :  The  Rt.  Rev.  Chas.  E.  Woodcock,  D.D. 
(1914);  Rev.  Chas.  T.  Wright  (1914);  Mr.  Z.  D.  Harrison  (1914); 
Mr.  J.  Swinton  Whaley  (1914).

Your  committee  calls  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  nominations  to 
fill  vacancies  in  the  Faculty  and  the  office  of  Dean  of  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  are  submitted  to  this  Board  by  the  Board  of 
Regents. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Gray  reported  for  the  Committee  on  the 
Theological  Department  as  follows  : 

Your  committee  having  learned  through  the  report  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  of  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Thos.  A.  Tidball,  D.D.,  from 
the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  desires  to  place  on  record  our 
deep  and  sincere  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Dr.  Tidball.  His  con- 
secrated life,  his  high  ideals,  his  exalted  conception  of  the  Christian 
Ministry,  and  his  gracious  personality,  have  endeared  him  to  his 
students,  his  many  friends  on  the  mountain,  and  in  this  Board.  We 
are  glad  to  learn  that  he  will  remain  among  us  as  Professor  Emeritus, 
and  will  continue  to  deliver  occasional  lectures  on  certain  periods  of 
Ecclesiastical  History. 

In  regard  to  the  vacancy  in  the  Chair  of  History  in  this  depart- 
ment, your  committee,  having  had  several  names  presented  to  them, 
desire  in  turn  to  present  them  to  the  Board. 

Discussion  was  here  resumed  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Gummey  to  the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History, 
by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  placed  in  nomination  for  this 
position  the  Rev.  Edward    McCrady,  of  Greenwood,   Miss. 
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The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  placed  in  nomination  for 
the  same  position  the  Rev.  Chas.  W.  Wells,  Ph.D. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Gray  and  Sykes  were  appointed  tell- 
ers, and  an  election  was  ordered  ;  a  ballot  was  taken  and 
the  tellers  retired. 

Pending  their  report,  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Florida 
rendered  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  on  Sanitary  Status  beg  to  report  that  we  have 
examined  the  Vice-Chancellor's  and  Health  Officer's  reports  and  find 
that  the  Vice-Chancellor  has  already  started  a  system  of  sewerage 
which  he  hopes  to  continue  throughout  the  whole  domain.  To  install 
the  part  now  under  construction  will  necessitate  the  expenditure  of 
$3,000.  The  Vice-Chancellor  has  $2,000  in  sight,  so  it  is  necessary  to 
raise  another  $1,000. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  instruct  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  to  proceed  to  complete  the  sewerage  system  which  runs 
down  from  the  Hoffman  Hall  to  Hodgson  pond  as  soon  as  possible. 

Resolved  (2),  That  this  Board  pledge  itself  to  raise  $1,000  to 
complete  the  same. 

Resolution  No.  1  was  adopted  ;  Resolution  No.  2  was 
lost. 

The  tellers  reported  that  no  election  had  been  had  for 
Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  and  another  election 
was  ordered. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  reported  for  the  Com- 
mittees on  Degrees  as  follows  : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Degrees  it  was  ordered  that  the 
following  resolutions  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  adoption: 

Resolved  (1),  That  it  would  be  unwise  for  the  University  to  depart 
from  its  time-honored  custom  of  not  conferring  the  academic  degree 
Master  of  Arts  as  an  honorary  degree. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  ad  eundem, 
be  conferred  on  the  Rev.  Floyd  Williams  Tomkins,  D.D.,  of  Holy 
Trinity  Church,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
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Resolved  (3),  That  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  honoris 
causa,  be  conferred  on  the  Rev.  John  S.  Littell,  of  Keene,  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department  resumed 
its  report : 

Your  committee  desires  to  express  its  thankfulness  to  the  Bishop 
of  North  Carolina  for  his  lectures  to  this  department,  and  also  to  the 
Bishops  of  Utah  and  of  Michigan,  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Tyler,  and 
the  Rev.  F.  M.  Crouch.  We  ask  the  continuance  of  visits  and  courses 
of  lectures  from  the  Bishops  of  the  South,  and  that  the  appointments 
be  made  and  arranged  by  the  Chancellor,  and  we  offer  for  adoption 
the  following : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Bishops  of  this  Board  be  requested  to 
confer  together  regarding  the  Theological  Department,  with  a  view  to 
more  frequent  episcopal  visitations  and  closer  relationship  between 
the  Bishops  and  the  Department,  and  that  the  Chancellor  be  requested 
to  call  the  Bishops  together  during  this  session  of  the  Board. 

The  petition  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  for  the  abolition  of  the 
degree  of  Graduate  of  Divinity,  was  referred  to  your  committee,  and 
we  recommend  its  abolition,  and  offer  the  following  for  your  adoption  : 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  petition  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  rec- 
ommending that  the  Degree  of  G.D.  be  discontinued  and  that  a 
Diploma  of  Graduation  be  substituted  therefor,  with  appropriate  hood, 
the  respective  standards  for  graduation,  and  for  the  B.D.  degree  to 
remain  as  heretofore,—  giving  as  its  reason  the  wide  misunderstanding 
and  adverse  comment  among  other  institutions  of  learning  concerning 
this  anomalous  degree, —  be  granted  ;  and  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances.

The  resolutions  submitted  by  committee  were  adopted. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  Rev.  Henry  R.  Gummey, 
D.  D.,  had  been  elected  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History 
and  Polity. 

Adjournment  was  had  until  10  o'clock  a.m.  to-morrow. 
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FOURTH  DAY 

Wednesday,  June  12,  10  a.m. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  Hampton  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  Ordinances  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  several  resolutions  with  reference  to  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  begs  to  submit  an  Ordinance,  to  be  numbered  XXXVI,  for 
adoption  by  this  Board. 

We  have  considered  the  resolutions  from  the  Board  of  Regents,  as 
to  religious  instruction,  and  report  that  we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  em- 
body them  in  the  form  of  an  Ordinance  at  this  session,  and  recom- 
mend that  the  resolutions  be  certified  to  the  Hebdomadal  Board  by 
the  Secretary  of  this  Board,  and  that  the  Hedomadal  Board  be  re- 
quested to  prepare  and  report  a  full  schedule  of  studies  to  the  next 
meeting  of  this  Board,  so  that  an  Ordinance  can  be  adopted  covering 
the  courses  of  study. 

We  have  also  duly  considered  the  resolution  referred  to  this  com- 
mittee with  reference  to  the  preparation  of  an  Ordinance  as  to  the  de- 
gree of  G.D.,  but  find  no  such  degree  in  the  Ordinances,  and  report 
that  such  an  Ordinance  is  unnecessary. 

The  committee  presents  the  following  Ordinance  for  adoption  by 
this  Board  : 

Ordinance  XXXVI. 

Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

Section  1.  The  government  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy 
shall  be  under  the  control  of  a  Headmaster,  who  shall  be  the  ad- 
ministrative officer  of  such  school,  and  who  shall  be  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  the  general  care  and  control  of  the  students,  as  well 
in  the  matter  of  their  health  and  comfort  as  in  reference  to  their 
studies  and  discipline. 

Sec.  2.  The  Headmaster  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trus 
tees.  His  term  of  office  shall  be  five  years,  unless  otherwise  provided 
Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  3.  The  course  of  studies  in  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy, 
including  sacred  studies,  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Headmaster  thereof, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  in  conformity  with  the 
Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  this  Board. 
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Sec.  4.  Any  officer  of  the  Federal  Government  detailed  to  this 
school  shall  be  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  cadets  and  charged 
with  the  duties  usually  incumbent  on  a  comrrundant  of  cadets,  subject 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Headmaster. 

Sec.  5.  The  Headmaster  shall  have  the  authority  to  appoint  his 
Assistants,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Vice-Chance llor. 

Sec.  6.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  Headmaster  affecting  the 
finances  of  the  Corporation,  unless  approved  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Sec.  7.  No  student  shall  be  dismissed  without  the  concurrence  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  resolutions  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  be  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  this 
Board  to  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  that  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be 
requested  to  prepare  and  report  a  full  schedule  of  studies  to  the  next 
meeting  of  this  Board,  so  that  an  Ordinance  can  be  adopted  covering 
the  courses  of  study  in  the  University  embodying  these  resolutions, 
to-wit : 

First,  That  there  be  required  of  all  Juniors  a  course  in  the  English 
Bible  three  hours  per  week  for  one  semester,  the  said  course  to  include 
instruction  upon  its  ethical  teaching. 

Second,  That  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  instructed  to  select  and 
assign  from  time  to  time  any  professor  to  deliver  this  instruction 
whom  it  may  consider  best  fitted  for  this  duty. 

Third,  That  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  instructed  to  provide,  as  at 
present,  that  Ethics  V  be  required  of  all  students,  candidates  for  any 
degree,  and  that  Ethics  I  be  made  elective. 

The  resolutions  presented  by  the  committee  were 
adopted  by  the  Board. 

The  proposed  Ordinance  XXXVI  was  adopted,  each 
section  being  voted  on  separately,  and  adopted  by  unani- 
mous vote,  and  the  Ordinance  was  then  adopted  as  a 
whole. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
University  Extension,  and  the  resolutions  appended  there- 
to were  adopted,  the  Chairman  appointing  on  the  commit- 
tee called  for  under  Resolution  No.  2,  the  Bishop  of 
South  Carolina,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne  and  Mr.  Gale  : 


ABSTRACT   OF  PROCEEDINGS  29 

Your  Committee  on  University  Extension  has  heard  with  pleasure 
the  words  of  commendation  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  regard  to  the 
University  Extension  courses  during  the  past  four  years.  We  are 
glad  to  note  his  approval  and  praise  of  the  work  of  the  Director  of 
this  department,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Norman  Guthrie,  and  a  majority  of 
your  committee  are  able  to  testify  from  personal  observation  to  the 
high  standard  of  accomplishment  attained  by  Mr.  Guthrie  and  his  as- 
sistants in  the  work  of  University  Extension.  We  are  unanimously  of 
the  opinion  that  such  an  effort  is  not  only  worth  while,  but  exceeding- 
ly desirable  and  helpful  in  every  way  to  Sewanee,  and  we  urge  that 
steps  be  taken  to  continue  this  line  of  work. 

Your  committee  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  words  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor's  report  in  regard  to  the  subject.  He  says  :  "  That  we 
should  continue  a  school  of  instruction  strikes  me  as  most  necessary, 
but  that  it  should  pursue  exactly  the  lines  as  followed  by  Mr.  Guthrie 
I  am  not  prepared  to  advise.  We  need  more  continuous  courses  on 
particular  subjects  which  may  be  accepted  as  credits  in  the  Univer- 
sity. Special  lectures  may  be  given  by  well-selected  lecturers  during 
the  summer  for  the  instruction  and  entertainment  of  the  Sewanee 
people.  I  cannot  but  believe  that,  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  good  exec- 
utive, this  can  be  accomplished  with  practically  no  expense  to  the 
University." 

The  words  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  meet  with  the  hearty  approval  of 
your  committee,  and  we  would  reiterate  the  ideas  expressed  by  your 
Committee  on  University  Extension  which  reported  last  year:  "If 
such  an  arrangement  [for  a  continuous  session]  could  be  effected  with- 
out involving  the  University  in  too  great  financial  expense,  we  think  it 
wuuld  be  a  move  in  the  right  direction  and  would  go  far  towards  sat- 
isfying the  wishes  and  meeting  the  educational  needs  of  those  who  de- 
sire to  send  their  sons  to  a  school  with  a  summer  session." 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends  unanimously  the  following 
resolutions : 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  be  requested  to  arrange  a  schedule  of  classes  for  the  summer 
course  that  shall  coordinate  with  the  re>t  of  the  work  done  in  the  Uni- 
versity for  the  degrees  of  this  department,  so  as  to  count  as  credit  on 
the  same. 

Resolved  (:),  That  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by 
this  Hcurd  to  cooperate  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation in  defraying  the  nece>sary  expenses  of  this  summer  session 
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in  its  experimental  stage,  and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested 
to  furnish  this  committee  as  soon  as  possible  with  an  approximate 
statement  of  the  amount  required  to  finance  the  undertaking  for  the 
first  year,  with  a  view  to  its  inauguration  in  the  summer  of  1913. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  be  requested  to  arrange  to  continue  as  far  as  may  be  possible 
University  Extension  courses  during  the  summer  after  the  plan  here- 
tofore pursued  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Guthrie,  provided  this  can  be 
done  without  expense  to  the  University. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  reported  for  the  Special 
Committee  on  Reduction  of  Fees,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Reduction  of  Fees  at  the  University  beg  leave 
to  say  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  recommendations  of  the 
Hebdomadal  Board  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  giving  a  tabulated  list 
of  the  minimum  cost  per  year  of  the  expenses  of  a  student  at  Sewanee 
and  comparing  this  amount  with  the  cost  of  education  at  other 
Southern  and  Western  colleges. 

Without  multiplying  examples,  your  committee  has  been  reliably 
informed  that  the  cost  of  a  baccalaureate  degree  at  Sewanee  is  any- 
where from  5356  to  $928  more  than  at  other  Southern  colleges. 

Our  Commissioner  of  Endowment,  as  well  as  others  who  travel  for 
the  University,  assures  us  that  one  of  the  greatest  drawbacks,  if  not 
the  most  serious  hindrance  to  the  growth  of  the  University,  is  the  cost 
of  education  at  Sewanee.  Taking  into  consideration  all  the  interests 
involved,  and  and  after  conference  with  the  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  Vice-Chancellor,  your  committee  is  pre- 
pared to  make  the  following  recommendations  : 

(1)  That  the  University  tuition  be  reduced  to  530  and  that  every 
student  be  required  to  pay  it. 

(2)  That  unfurnished  rooms  (for  two  persons)  in  Tremlett,  or 
in  other  similar  halls,  be  rented,  with  janitor  service,  for  $40  per 
session. 

(3)  That  a  Dining  Commons  be  established  to  furnish  plain  food 
at  actual  cost ;  estimated  at  #13  per  month. 

(4)  That  the  interior  of  Hoffman  Hall  be  renovated  and  repainted 

(5)  That  suites  of  three  rooms,  with  heat,  light  and  attendance,  on 
the  first  floor  of  Hoffman  be  rented  for  5140  per  session,  unfurnished  ; 
those  on  the  second  for  $120 ;  those  on  the  third  floor  for  $100. 
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(6)  That  the  rate  per  month  at  Hoffman  Hall  be  fixed  at  $16  per 
month  for  meals. 

(7)  That  a  sheet  be  printed,  embodying  these  facts,  to  be  inserted 
in  the  recently  printed  catalogue,  which  has  not  yet  been  mailed  in 
large  numbers  ;  and  that  notices  be  sent  to  all  the  leading  newspapers 
of  the  South  to  the  same  effect. 

(8).  That  Dr.  J.  H.  P.  Hodgson  be  requested  to  place  himself  in 
touch  with  the  Association  for  the  Promotion  of  Church  Schools  and 
Colleges,  with  a  view  to  securing  the  remission  of  the  annual  interest 
on  the  mortgage  on  Hoffman  Hall,  or  else  the  gift  of  this  interest  to 
the  University. 

Resolution  No.  8  was  adopted. 

With  regard  to  Resolutions  Nos.  I  to  7,  it  was  — 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  approve  the  resolutions  of  the  Hebdom- 
adal Board  touching  the  reduction  of  fees  and  that  same  be  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
the  College  for  Women,  and  pending  the  discussion  of  this 
report,  it  was  — 

Resolved,  That  further  discussion  of  the  report  be  postponed  until 
after  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  submitted  report  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,  as  follows  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  pay 
towards  the  expenses  of  a  travelling  representative  $100  from  the  fees 
of  each  full  paying  student. 

It  was  moved  that  "tuition  fees  for  the  first  year"  be 
substituted  for  "$100,"  and  the  resolution  as  amended 
was  adopted. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Board  approve  the  acts  of  the  Committee 
on  Organization  for  the  College  for  Women. 

Pending  discussion,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Harrison,  it  was  — 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  be  requested  to  make  a  spe- 
cific report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  all  its  acts  in  relation  to  the 
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establishment  of  a  College  for  Women  in  affiliation  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  a  Committee  on  the  Emerald- 
Hodgson  Hospital :  The  Bishop  of  Florida,  Rev.  Mr.  Clai- 
borne, and  Mr.  W.  D.  Gale. 

The  Committee  on  the  Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital  ren- 
dered its  report  as  follows,  and  the  request  of  the  com- 
mittee that  the  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson  be  appointed  on  the 
committee,  vice  Dr.  Cameron  Piggott,  deceased,  was 
granted,  so  that  the  committee,  as  now  elected  by  ballot 
(the  Secretary,  on  motion,  casting  the  same),  consists  of 
the  Rev.  W.  S.  Claiborne,  Chairman,  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose, 
Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson,  Dr.  R.  M.  Kirby-Smith  and  Dr. 
A.  L.  Lear.      The  report  is  as  follows  : 

We,  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
University  of  the  South  in  1908,  and  holding  over  by  the  request  of 
the  present  Vice-Chancellor,  beg  to  submit  herewith  our  plan  for  the 
operation  of  said  Hospital. 

The  committee  remains  as  originally  appointed,  with  the  exception 
of  the  late  Cameron  Piggot,  M.D.,  in  whose  place  we  suggest  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Rev.  S.  L.  Tyson. 

The  plan  for  operating  the  Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital  is  as  follows  : 

The  Rev.  W.  S.  Claiborne,  Chairman  of  the  Board ;  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  DuBose,  the  Rev.  S.  L.  Tyson,  Dr.  R.  M.  Kirby-Smith,  Dr. 
A.  L.  Lear,  are  to  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Infirmary. 
The  Infirmary,  being  the  property  of  the  University,  is  to  be  operated 
as  any  other  department  of  the  University,  and  the  Board  of  Managers 
is  to  occupy  the  same  relationship  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  as  the  Dean 
and  Faculty  of  any  other  department.  The  Board  of  Managers  is  not 
authorized  to  make  any  additions,  improvements  or  repairs,  without 
consulting  the  Vice-Chancellor.  All  receipts  are  to  be  promptly  turned 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  and  all  disbursements  are  to 
be  made  through  the  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor. 

It  is  understood  that  in  the  case  of  running  expenses,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  is  expected  to  O.  K.  all  bills.  All  moneys,  raised  by  ap- 
peal in  behaif  of  the  Infirmary  and  intended  to  constitute  a  permanent 
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endowment  for  said  Infirmary,  are  to  be  turned  over  to  the  University 
and  invested  in  trusts  for  the  Infirmary.

The  Board  reassembled,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 

The  Bishop  of  Southern  Florida  submitted  Report  No. 
2  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  consisting  of  a  complaint,  as 
follows  : 

"The  attention  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  is  respectfully  called  to 
the  condition  of  the  sewerage  and  branch  near  Mrs.  McCrady's  house. 
It  is  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  neighborhood,  and  before  the  warm 
weather  begins,  something  is  needed  to  abate  the  nuisance  it  has  be- 
come. "—  (Signed)  Mrs.  McCrady,  Mrs.  F.  O.  Barnwell,  Mrs.  M.  J. 
Selden,  Mrs.  R.  M.  DuBose,  Miss  M.  L.  Finley. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  investigated  this  complaint,  and  finds 
that  the  Civic  League  of  the  village  has  raised  a  fund  for  this  and 
other  work  of  the  kind,  and  that  the  nuisance  complained  of  will  be 
remedied.  We  therefore  recommend  the  reference  of  this  matter  to 
the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Health  Officer,  with  directions  to  see  that  the 
conditions  complained  of  are  remedied  promptly.

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  reported  as  fol- 
lows, and  the  report  ordered  printed,  as  of  record  : 

Whereas,  Attention  has  been  called  by  the  representative  of 
Lease  No.  19  to  the  fact  that  the  lines  of  said  lease,  known  as  the 
"Fairbanks  Lease"  are  incorrect  as  shown  in  the  topographical  map 
of  the  proposed  College  for  Women,  as  submitted  to  this  Board, 
therefore  we  request  that  the  same  be  placed  upon  the  minutes  of  this 
Board  as  a  matter  of  record,  and  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents be  called  to  this  fact. 

Recess  was  had  for  fifteen  minutes. 
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4  o'clock  P.M. 

The  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 

The  following  resolutions,  offered  by  the  Bishop  of 
South  Carolina,  were  voted  on  separately  and  adopted  by 
the  Board: 

Resolved,  That  $125.00  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  University  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  for  his  services  at  this 
meeting  of  the  Board,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  200  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Board  be 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  and  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor be  appointed  a  committee  to  revise  the  Secretary's  minutes,  and 
to  designate  what  portions  thereof  shall  be  printed. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  and  are 
hereby  extended  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  other  officers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  to  the  residents  of  Sewanee,  for  their  gracious  hospitality 
shown  to  the  members  of  the  Board  during  this  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  designate  some 
member  of  the  Board  to  append,  in  the  event  of  his  absence,  his  signa- 
ture to  the  minutes. 

Mr.  Harrison  rendered  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents on  the  consecutive  action  taken  by  said  Board  on  the 
matter  of  the  College  for  Women.  The  report  was 
adopted  by  this  Board.      (See  Appendix  II.) 

The  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department  sub- 
mitted the  following  report : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  action  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  relative 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  modifying  the  rigidity  of  en- 
trance requirements  to  meet  educational  conditions,  without  in  any 
way  affecting  our  standards,  be  and  is  hereby  approved. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Acting  Dean  of  the 
Academic  Department  that  assistance  be  secured  for  the  Professor  of 
English  in  the  matter  of  teaching  or  correcting  composition  work  be 
granted  ;  and  that  Mr.  George  Townshend  be  selected  for  the  speci- 
fied work,  at  a  salary  of  $300  per  annum. 
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Resolution  No.  I  was  adopted ;  Resolution  No.  2  was 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  reported  as  follows,  and 
the  report  was  ordered  printed  in  the  record  : 

Your  Committee  on  Library  beg  to  report  that  they  have  examined 
into  the  condition  of  the  Library  and  are  glad  to  report  that  the  Libra- 
ry is  well  and  efficiently  administered  by  the  present  Librarian,  Mrs. 
E.  H.  Shoup.  We  find,  upon  examination,  that  the  Library  is  very 
largely  used  by  both  the  student-body  and  the  residents  of  the  com- 
munity. The  number  of  books  taken  out  of  the  Library  averages 
about  620  per  week.  We  find  that  the  available  shelf  space  is  not 
adequate  and  the  Government  Library  is  not  properly  kept,  and  no 
proper  provision  has  been  made  for  the  practical  use  of  these  very 
valuable  works  of  reference. 

The  income  for  the  purchase  of  books  seems  to  be  derived  from 
several  sources,  but  the  amounts  are  small,  and  we  feel  are  inadequate 
to  maintain  a  high  standard.  There  appears  to  be  a  great  need  for 
more  books  for  use  of  the  students  in  French  and  Greek,  and  a  very 
great  need  for  the  beginning  of  a  collection  of  reference  books  on 
scientific  subjects. 

The  $4.00  fee  of  the  students  for  Library,  we  find,  goes  into  the 
general  administration,  and  we  would  recommend  that  if  possible  the 
total  sum  of  the  student  Library  Fees  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  and  magazines,  and  that  for  the  succeeding  year  at 
least  one  half  such  amount  be  set  aside  for  the  purchase  of  works  of 
science. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  reported  for  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee. The  resolutions  appended  to  the  report  being  voted 
on  seriatim,  were  each  separately  adopted,  and  the  re- 
port as  a  whole  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

The  Finance  Committee  have  had  before  them  the  financial  report 
of  the  Treasurer  for  nine  months  from  September  1,  1911,  to  June  1, 
1912,  and  also  the  report  of  the  Supply  Store. 

An  examination  of  the  former  shows  that  there  has  been  a  profit  in 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  of  $2,723  as  compared  with  $3,215 
last  year,  for  the  corresponding  period.  There  was  an  increase  in  the 
profits  of  the  dormitory,  but  salaries  have  been  larger  and  the  expense 
account   has    increased    by    nearly   $2,500.     This  includes  catalogue, 
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sundry  repairs,  betterments,  a  new  water  tank,  advertising  and  labor. 
The  committee  urges  upon  the  Headmaster  and  the  Vice-Chancellor 
the  necessity  of  closely  scrutinizing  the  expenditures  under  this 
account. 

The  Academic  Department  shows  a  loss  of  $4,436,  as  compared 
with  $3,079  last  year,  occasioned  by  an  increase  of  salary  account 
and  decreased  profits  in  the  boarding  department. 

The  Theological  Department  has  a  loss  of  $680  as  compared 
with  a  gain  last  year  of  $929.  This  has  been  more  than  accounted 
for  by  a  falling  off  of  the  payments  of  the  Dioceses  of  over  Si, 800. 
There  was  a  small  profit  on  the  dormitory  account.  The  decrease 
from  the  Dioceses  may  be  attributable  to  the  increased  payments  lor 
the  annuity  fund.  If  any  Diocese  purposely  incorporates  into  its  pay- 
ments for  the  annuity  fund  what  it  has  heretofore  paid  for  this  de- 
partment, we  suggest  that  the  Treasurer  credit  the  department  with  its 
proper  share.

The  accounts  of  the  Emerald-Hodgson  Infirmary  are  incomplete  as 
the  operations  have  been  only  partial,  owing  to  the  destruction  of  the 
Hospital  by  fire.  On  May  31,  1912,  there  was  a  loss  of  $1,219  57  Ior 
the  period  from  August  31,  1910.  This  sum,  paid  by  the  University,  is 
in  addition  to  the  $1,000  which  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay 
towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital,  making  the  total  charge  of 
twenty-one  months  $2,219.57.  The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
when  the  Hospital  resumes  operations,  the  University  shall  not  be  re- 
sponsible for  its  financial  obligations  to  an  extent  greater  than  $1,000, 
and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  be  authorized  to  pay  towards  its  main- 
tenance more    than  this  amount.     Indeed,  as  the  Hospital  now  pos- 
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sesses  an  endowment  fund  of  $16,000,  the  interest  on  which  should 
amount  to  $960  per  annum,  we  feel  that  next  year,  after  it  has  resumed 
its  operations,  the  appropriation  from  the  University  should  be  reduced. 

The  income  from  sundry  accounts  has  been  increased  by  about 
$1,100,  and  the  expenses  of  the  same  accounts,  including  adminis- 
tration, corporation,  salaries,  travelling  and  advertising,  interest  on 
bonds  and  loans,  insurance  and  expense  account  and  other  items 
have  been  decreased  by  about  $3,300.00.  Interest  charges  amount  to 
$9,543.51.  In  all  departments,  income  has  increased  about  $1,800  and 
expenses  have  decreased  about  $1,400.  The  deficit  on  March  31,  1912, 
was  $4,519.68,  as  against  $7,792.13  last  year.  The  fiscal  year,  however, 
closes  on  August  31,  191 2,  and  there  will  be  payable  before  that  date 
salaries  for  two  months  and  current  bills  for  two  months.  The  Treas- 
urer estimates  that  the  deficit  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  will  amount 
to  about  $15,000,  as  against  $17,651  last  year. 

The  large  amount  of  notes  payable,  $75,545,  is  a  source  of  anxiety. 
There  are  $60,000  of  these  notes  held  by  banks.  The  credit  of  the 
University  has  been  excellent ;  but  the  question  naturally  arises  as  to 
how  much  money  it  can  borrow  from  the  banks,  and  what  would  be 
the  effect  upon  the  future,  if  circumstances  in  the  money  market 
should  compel  these  banks  to  call  any  part  of  these  loans.  It  will  prob- 
ably be  necessary  for  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  borrow  more  money  to 
meet  the  current  bills  of  this  year. 

We  mention  these  facts  in  order  that  the  situation  may  be  im- 
pressed again  upon  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  that  it  may  be  seen 
that  in  spite  of  the  encouraging  reports  as  to  the  increased  interest  of 
the  alumni  and  other  friends  of  the  University,  and  the  increase  in  our 
general  endowment,  there  is  still  a  critical  situation,  and  that  the  ef- 
forts for  economy  in  administration  and  for  further  increase  in  our  en- 
dowments must  not  be  relaxed.  We  are  encouraged  to  hope  for  better 
things.  The  outlook  is  better ;  but  the  situation  still  demands  con- 
stant watchfulness  and  persistent  activity. 

We  desire  to  commend  the  successful  administration  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor.  We  note  especially  that  he  has  borrowed  only  $12,700 
since  September  1,  1910,  in  spite  of  a  deficit  last  year  of  $17,651  and  of 
$4,500  this  year.  But  we  cannot  impose  upon  any  man,  however  effi- 
cient and  faithful,  the  burden  of  financing  this  University  under  the 
strain  of  its  present  financial  condition.  The  Board,  as  a  body,  and 
the  members  of  the  Board  individually  must  give  him,  as  he  asks,  their 
active  and  material  support ;  and  each  member  should  regard  himself 
as  a  commissioner  of  endowment  to  secure  gifts  for  the  University. 
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The  Dioceses  are  urged,  through  their  Bishops  and  representatives, 
to  continue  and  increase  their  efforts  to  secure  the  acceptance  and 
payments  of  the  sums  asked  from  them  for  the  annuity  fund  under  the 
Nelson  Plan,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  income  next  year  will  show  a 
large  increase. 

We  have  examined,  as  far  as  we  were  able,  the  stock,  accounts 
payable,  accounts  receivable,  bills  receivable,  and  the  furniture  and 
fixtures  of  the  Supply  Store,  and  they  have  compared  in  a  general 
way  with  the  statement  made  from  the  general  ledger  by  Allen  B. 
Fisher,  Public  Accountant  and  Auditor,  Nashville,  Tennessee.  This 
statement  was  made  by  him  as  to  the  condition  of  the  business  up  to 
December  31,  1911,  so  that  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  make  an  accu- 
rate statement,  for  five  months  have  elapsed  since  the  statement  was 
made.  However,  we  feel  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  from  the  exami- 
nation we  have  made  that  the  report  of  the  auditor  showed  the  true 
condition  of  the  Supply  Store,  and  that  we  regard  it  as  one  of  the  best 
assets  of  the  Corporation.  We  recommend  that  the  different  depart- 
ments should  be  urged  to  make  all  purchases  possible  through  this 
Store ;  for  it  was  shown  that  all  of  the  earnings  revert  to  the  Institu- 
tion, and  unless  the  items  should  prove  a  loss  this  policy  should  be  ad- 
hered to. 

We  were  shown  a  statement  made  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  two  years 
ago,  which  called  attention  to  the  surplus  earned  by  the  Store,  which 
statement  fully  explained  the  conditions.  The  statement  made  by  the 
auditor,  examined  by  us,  shows  that  $19,906.69  was  the  surplus  at  this 
time,  which  is  an  addition  to  the  capital  stock  loaned  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  $17,500.  The  assets  are  shown  by  the  buildings  and  improve- 
ments, furniture  and  fixtures,  merchandise,  accounts  and  notes  receiv- 
able. This  statement  fully  satisfies  us  that  the  amount  advanced  by 
the  University  is  fully  protected  and  that  if  the  assets  were  sold  the 
account  could  be  fully  collected  and  a  handsome  profit  realized  on  the 
investment.  The  Manager  has  asked  permission  to  add  to  the  depart- 
ments a  department  to  be  known  as  the  Clothing  and  Boot  and  Shoe 
Department.  As  this  will  incur  but  little  additional  expense,  and  as 
we  believe  the  department  could  be  made  profitable,  we  think  the  re- 
quest should  be  granted.  We  find  that  the  Stationery  Department 
has  a  small  loss,  and  learn  that  it  was  occasioned  by  some  of  the  Fac- 
ulty making  orders  for  books  in  excess  of  the  number  required.  It 
strikes  your  committee  that  this  ought  to  be  overcome  by  closer  coop- 
eration of  the  Faculty  with  the  Manager  of  the  Store,  for,  in  our 
opinion,  there  is  no  reason  why  there  should  be  any  loss  in  this  de- 
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partment.     We  commend  the  Manager  in  charging  off  a  certain  per- 
centage each  year  on  the  furniture  and  fixtures  of  the  buildings  and 
improvements,  as  time  naturally  causes  depreciation. 
We  recommend  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  have  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  audited  by  an  expert  accountant 
at  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  annual 
statements  when  audited  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Board, 
and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  from  the  advance  sheets  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Board. 

Resolved  (2),  That  in  a  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities  there  be 
stated  as  a  liability  only  the  amount  of  mortgage  bonds  actually  is- 
sued and  sold. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  make  an 
effort  to  float  the  unsold  bonds  of  the  University  among  the  alumni  at 
not  less  than  par. 

Resolved  (4),  That  the  request  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  authority 
to  sell  $10,000  of  the  University  bonds  now  in  the  Treasury  and  invest 
the  proceeds  in  the  endowment  fund  of  the  Emerald-Hodgson  Memo- 
rial Infirmary,  be  granted. 

Resolved  (5),  That  the  request  of  the  Manager  of  the  Supply 
Store  to  add  a  department  to  be  known  as  the  Clothing  and  Boot  and 
Shoe  Department,  be  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  with  power  to 
act — provided  there  is  nothing  in  previous  action  of  the  University  to 
prevent.

The  Bishop  of  Florida  nominated  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spear- 
ing as  Headmaster  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  for 
a  term  of  one  year. 

Mr.  Gale  nominated  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell  as  Head- 
master of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  for  a  term  of 
five  years. 

The  nominations  were  referred  to  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents, and  a  recess  was  taken  to  allow  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents to  consider  and  report  upon  the  nominations. 
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The  Board  reassembled. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  reported  for  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents, as  follows : 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  tuition  fee  of  $100  remain  as  it  is. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  referred  back  to  the 
Board  of  Regents,  with  instructions  to  confer  with  the  Heb- 
domadal Board,  before  bringing  in  a  report. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  of  Charleston,  S.  C, 
be  elected  Headmaster  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  placed  in  nomination  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  Spearing,  as  Headmaster  of  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Phillips  and  Sykes  were  appointed 
tellers. 

An  election  was  ordered,  a  ballot  was  taken,  and  the 
tellers  retired. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell  had 
been  elected  Headmaster  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Acad- 
emy, and  the  Chairman  declared  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell 
elected  Headmaster  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

The  report  of  the  Endowment  Committee  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Gale,  and  was  received  and  ordered  printed. 
(See  Appendix  IV.) 

An  adjournment  was  had  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 


FIFTH  DAY 

Thursday,  June  13,  9  a.m. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order,  the  Chancellor  in  the 
chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read, 
and  after  correction  were  approved. 
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The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  offered  the  following  resolution 
from  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Endowment: 

Your  committee  has  read  with  great  interest  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioner herewith  presented,  which  shows  unremitting  activity  on  the 
part  of  Mr.  Claiborne. 

Mr.  Claiborne  needs  advice  and  direction  in  his  work  to  avoid  du- 
plication of  effort  and  to  aid  him  in  making  and  selecting  places  of  ap- 
pointment. The  manifold  duties  and  his  own  active  efforts  preclude 
the  possibility  of  the  Chancellor's  taking  the  oversight  of  this  work. 
We  believe  that  the  appointment  of  a  committee  will  greatly  assist 
Mr.  Claiborne  in  his  work  and  relieve  him  of  needless  details.  We 
ask  therefore  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  composed  of  one  Bishop,  one  priest 
and  one  layman  be  appointed  as  a  Directing  Committee  of  the  Com- 
missioner and  the  Field  Agent  of  the  Alumni.

It  was  moved  as  a  substitute  to  the  resolution  that  the 
Bishop  of  Georgia  be  requested  to  act  in  the  capacity  of  a 
committee  for  the  purpose  outlined  by  the  resolution  in 
the  report,  and  the  substitute  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hampton,  it  was  resolved  that,  after 
the  attendance  upon  the  Commencement  Exercises,  the 
completion  and  approval  of  the  minutes,  the  Board  stand 
adjourned  sine  die.

REPORT  OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Gentlemen  :  I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  academic  year 
which  began  September  21,  1911,  and  is  to  end  June  13,  1912. 

Deaths 

I  am  pleased  to  announce  that  we  have  had  no  deaths  to  my  knowl- 
edge among  the  members  of  the  Board  or  Faculties.  In  the  death  of 
Major  Archibald  Willingham  de  Graffenreid  Butt  in  the  "  Titanic  " 
disaster  the  University  sustained  the  loss  of  one  of  her  most  promi- 
nent alumni.  The  close  association  as  Military  Aide  to  Presidents 
Roosevelt  and  Taft  made  him  a  national  figure.  His  manly  and  hero- 
ic conduct  onboard  the  sinking  "Titanic"  will  always  be  remembered 
as  a  most  striking  example  of  courage  and  heroism,  and  the  University 
will  always  be  proud  to  have  numbered  him  among  her  sons.  It  is 
earnestly  desired  that  some  lasting  memorial  be  placed  here  to  com- 
memorate his  glorious  end  —  a  Christian  character,  a  courteous  gentle- 
man, a  hero  in  the  supreme  hour  of  trial. 

Statistics  of  Trustees,  Teachers  and  Students 

For  your  information  there  is  here  presented  the  classified  state- 
ment of  officers  and  of  the  student-body  for  1911-12,  subdivided  as  to 
their  respective  departments  and  compared  with  that  of  the  year 
1910-11  ;  and  also  a  table  giving  the  geographical  distribution  of  stu- 
dents.

The  attendance  in  this  department  shows  an  increase  over  last  year. 
I  am  glad  to  announce  that  the  rigidity  of  entrance  requirements 
promises  to  be  modified  to  meet  educational  conditions,  in  the  pro- 
posed opening  of  a  course  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree. 
This  is  done  without  in  any  way  affecting  our  standards.  The  Heb- 
domadal Board  recommends  this  course  to  you  after  careful  study  of 
conditions  as  to  entrance  and  studies  to  be  pursued  in  course,  and  we 
bespeak  your  approval  thereof.

You  will  observe  that  of  the  92  students  taking  courses  in  the  Col- 
lege, 14  are  holding  scholarships,  52  receive  tuition  remissions  and  26 
pay  tuition.  Criticism  is  constantly  made  against  the  cost  of  educa- 
tion at  Sewanee.  In  our  opinion  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  markedly 
reduce  expenses.  The  Faculty  presented  a  scheme  of  expense 
charges  to  the  Board  of  Regents  at  their  March  meeting  and  a  com- 
mittee therefrom  is  to  report  at  this  session  of  the  Board  on  the  sub- 
ject. The  question  of  the  reduction  of  the  tuition  fee  from  $100  to 
$30  and  making  it  obligatory  except  in  case  of  diocesan  appointments 
should  be  most  carefully  considered.  From  the  Treasurer's  report  for 
the  last  fiscal  year  the  receipts  for  tuition  aud  matriculation  amounted 
to  $4,691.50  with  a  student-body  of  84.  From  the  Acting  Dean's  re- 
port it  will  be  seen  that  12  students  have  withdrawn  during  the  year. 
I  regret  to  announce  the  sad  death,  on  April  12th,  from  typhoid  fever, 
of  Levin  Bain  Svviggett,  a  member  of  the  freshman  class  and  son  of 
the  Professor  of  Modem  Languages.  He  was  an  only  child  and  died 
after  a  long  illness.     Our  sympathy  goes  to  his  bereaved  parents. 

At  the  coming  Commencement  9  students  anticipate  taking  the 
Bachelor's  degree,  and  4  the  Master's.  The  work  in  the  class-room 
has  been  satisfactory  and  there  have  been  no  serious  infractions  of 
discipline. 

I  appointed  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  session  Mr.  Reginald  Irving 
Raymond,  B.A.,  B.D.,  B.S.,  Instructor  in  Biology,  and  report  most 
satisfactory  work  in  his  classes.  He  also  gave  assistance  in  Physics 
and  Geology.  The  Faculty  has  also  been  strengthened  in  the  addition 
of  Mr.  Watson  Selvage,  M.A.,  to  the  Chair  of  Ethics  and  Apologet- 
ics. Mr.  Alfred  H.  Nolle  will  receive  the  Master's  degree  at  our  com- 
ing Commencement  and  we  will  lose  his  services  as  Instructor  in 
Modern  Languages. 

Professor  William  B.  Nauts  has  given  most  faithful  service  as  Act- 
ing Dean  since  Dr.  Sioussat's  resignation  ;  and,  as  this  is  the  year  for 
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re-election  of  all  professors,  I  recommend  the  election  of  a  Dean  of 
the  College.  All  recommendations  for  re-election  and  new  election 
are  made  direct  to  the  Board  of  Regents.  I  wish  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Board  to  the  fact  of  the  comparatively  few  students  in  the  De- 
partments of  Latin  and  Greek.  It  is  not  wise  to  act  at  present,  but  I 
believe  it  would  be  wise  to  look  again  towards  the  consolidation  of 
these  two  Chairs  into  one  Professorship. 

The  question  of  establishing  a  course  of  religious  instruction  in  the 
College  was  thoroughly  discussed.  The  Faculty  and  Hebdomadal 
Board  approve  and  recommend  that  one  semester  of  Bible  Study, 
three  hours  per  week,  be  required  of  all  Juniors  in  lieu  of  one  half- 
year  requirement  in  Ethics.  Required  Ethics  will  be  advanced  to  the 
Junior  year  and  required  Philosophy  will  take  its  place  in  the  Senior 
year.  This  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
appointed  to  report  on  the  subject.  (The  Report  of  the  Acting  Dean 
and  the  Action  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  is  Exhibit  A.) 

Theological  Department 

The  attendance  in  the  department  was  17,  the  same  number  as  re- 
ported last  year.  There  is  only  one  member  in  the  Senior  class,  and, 
therefore,  only  one  graduate  from  the  department.  The  work  of  the 
Seminary  has  been  satisfactory  and  especially  earnest  on  the  part  of 
the  students.  A  reasonable  entering  class  should  increase  the  mem- 
bers to  a  point  larger  than  for  several  years  past. 

Bishop  Cheshire  lectured  to  the  students  last  November  on  the 
History  of  the  Church  in  the  Confederate  States.  Bishop  Williams  of 
Michigan  and  Bishop  Spalding  of  Utah  lectured  in  the  department 
and  the  university.  I  would  like  a  closer  relationship  of  our  Dioc- 
esans with  the  Seminary  and  the  inspiration  such  would  be  to  the 
students.  The  department  loses  the  faithful  and  efficient  services 
of  Rev.  Thomas  A.  Tidball,  D.D.,  as  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory and  Polity.  His  resignation  was  placed  before  the  Board  of 
Regents  and  accepted  at  their  March  meeting.  At  the  same. time  he 
was  elected  Professor  Emeritus  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Polity. 
Dr.  Tidball  retires  at  the  age  of  sixty-five,  and,  I  am  pleased  to  state, 
will  continue  to  make  Sewanee  his  home.  The  Chair  has  to  be  filled 
at  the  present  meeting  of  the  Board.  From  the  Dean's  report  you  are 
informed  that  substantial  and  valuable  improvements  are  to  be  made 
at  St.  Luke's.  It  is  contemplated  moving  the  dining-room  to  the  first 
floor  and  installing  bath  and  toilet  rooms,  a  hot  water  heating  plant 
and  acetylene  gas.     (The  Report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  B.) 
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Sewanee  Military  Academy 

The  attendance  this  year  is  125,  as  compared  with  106  for  the  pre- 
vious year.  Of  this  number  2  left  at  once,  3  before  the  Christmas  holi- 
days, and  4  did  not  return  thereafter.  Three  students  were  dismissed 
for  cause  and  r8  were  withdrawn  since  January,  making  34  the  loss 
number  for  the  year.  There  are  in  attendance  at  present  89.  The 
Headmaster  states  that  83  of  the  present  year  are  new  students  and  42 
old  students.  As  you  will  see,  the  loss  last  year  was  64  out  of  106,  a 
percentage  of  60.37,  which  did  not  indicate  a  healthy  condition  of  the 
school.  The  loss  this  year  I  fear  will  be  equally  as,  large.  Already 
34  have  been  withdrawn  and  about  15  are  anticipating  graduation. 

The  Faculty,  as  far  as  my  judgment  goes,  has  been  satisfactory. 
The  work  of  Mr.  McClung  with  the  band  has  been  especially  effi- 
cient. We  will  lose  the  services  of  Messrs.  MacKellar,  Latham, 
Saunderson  and  Stone,  and  their  places  are  to  be  supplied.  The 
salary  list,  as  I  informed  you  last  year,  is  considerably  larger  than  for 
previous  years  and  I  am  unwilling  in  the  condition  of  the  school  to  ap- 
prove any  further  increase.  The  fact  that  four  of  the  Faculty  are 
leaving  speaks  to  a  dissatisfaction  on  their  part,  expressed  or  unex- 
pressed. I  cannot  think  this  is  due  to  any  salary  question,  but  to  dis- 
ciplinary faults  in  the  school.  I  would  ask  your  careful  consideration 
of  this,  as  I  am  most  strongly  impressed  with  this  lack  of  discipline  in 
the  school  and  feel  that  it  is  the  one  great  drawback  to  its  success. 
Given  good  discipline  and  a  good  teaching  force,  the  rest  can  be  eas- 
ily accomplished.  The  Academy  should  be  self-supporting,  but  it  is 
not  so  proving  itself.  The  financial  aspect  I  discuss  more  fully  and 
in  detail  under  the  head  of  Finances.  Careful  working,  foresight  and 
cooperation  should  make  the  Academy  not  only  self-supporting,  but 
a  source  of  profit  for  its  own  upbuilding  and  development. 

In  our  opinion  every  effort  should  be  made  to  coordinate  the  Acad- 
emy with  the  University.  In  its  government  and  discipline  complete 
and  separate  identification  should  be  maintained,  but  the  students 
should  be  impressed  directly  or  indirectly  with  the  fact  that  they  are 
members  of  the  Corporation.  Their  interest  in  the  school  is  thereby 
intensified  and  their  desire  to  enter  the  University  increased.  It  is 
partly  for  this  reason  that  I  do  not  agree  with  the  Headmaster  in  his 
first  recommendation.  His  second  is  entirely  in  line  with  the  above 
and  we  would  heartily  approve.  1  have  instructed  for  a  like  reason 
that  the  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Academy  be  held  in  All 
Saints  Chapel  on  Monday  the  10th. 

(The  Report  of  the  Headmaster  is  Exhibit  C.) 
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Department  of  Physical  Education 

Mr.  Henry  Clark  Smith  has  given  efficient  service  in  the  work  of 
the  Gymnasium  and  by  his  enthusiasm  has  revived  interest  in  track 
work  and  the  desire  for  a  gymnasium  exhibition.  It  takes  time  to  ef- 
fect this  and  I  trust  that  next  year  will  evidence  this  interest  by  some 
public  entertainment.  Other  forms  of  athletics,  football,  basketball 
and  baseball  in  their  season,  preclude  a  large  number  of  students  tak- 
ing part  in  special  gymnasium  work.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  some 
efficient  means  of  heating  the  building  may  be  accomplished  before 
the  coming  winter. 

(The  Report  of  the  Director  of  Physical  Education  is  Exhibit  D.) 

The  Library 

The  accessions  to  the  Library  for  the  year  from  various  sources 
amount  to  635  volumes,  making  a  total  of  33,731  volumes  catalogued. 
As  you  are  aware,  we  have  a  most  valuable  copy  of  the  Nuremburg 
Bible,  the  gift  of  Dr.  H.  N.  Spencer  of  St.  Louis.  A  copy  of  this,  not 
in  as  good  condition  as  ours,  was  sold  in  London  during  the  past  year 
for  $27,000.  Dr.  Spencer  has  suggested  to  the  Chancellor  the  advisa- 
bility of  selling  this  gift  and  investing  the  proceeds  for  Library  endow- 
ment.    Your  consideration  of  the  suggestion  is  requested. 

(The  Report  of  the  Librarian  is  Exhibit  E.) 

Health  Department 

The  health  of  the  mountain  has  been  exceptionally  good  during  the 
year.  There  was  one  case  of  typhoid  among  the  students,  but  the  his- 
tory indicated  its  origin  as  foreign.  An  epidemic  of  typhoid  at  St. 
Andrew's  last  fall  gave  some  anxiety  as  to  infected  points  of  the 
mountain  plateau.  The  physicians  handled  this  outbreak  very  effi- 
ciently and  by  inoculation  cut  the  epidemic  short.  This  points  very 
markedly  to  a  certain  region  adjoining  our  domain  which  is  more  or 
less  infected  and  is  proof  to  our  minds  of  the  source  of  infection 
among  our  students  last  year.  The  mosquito  nuisance  was  much 
abated  last  summer  and  I  trust  by  diligent  measures  may  be  practically 
eradicated  this  year.  The  cesspools  are  still  a  perplexing  question  to 
us.  I  regret  that  we  have  not  carried  to  completion  our  reservoir.  It 
is  built,  lined,  housed  and  pump  installed.  We  will  shortly  have  it  ce- 
mented and  the  springs  turned  in.  When  done,  our  water  supply  will 
be  safe  from  infection.  Meagreness  of  funds  was  the  cause  of  the 
delay. 

I  regret  that  the  septic  tank  below  the  Hodgson  pond  is  not  in- 
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stalled.  Whereas  there  is  money  in  sight  to  assist  in  this,  nevertheless 
it  means  considerable  expense  to  the  University  to  carry  it  to  comple- 
tion. In  the  stressed  financial  condition  in  which  we  are  placed  I  did 
not  feel  justified  in  this  outlay.  I  believe  it  will  be  possible  to  accom- 
plish this  plant  during  the  summer  and  fall  with  the  result  as  stated  in 
my  report  of  last  year.   (The  Report  of  the  Health  Officer  is  Exhibit  F.) 

Honorary  Degrees 

In  accordance  with  your  resolutions,  I  herewith  submit  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  for  Honorary  Degrees,  as 
follows : 

For  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  :  The  Rev.  Arthur  Romeyn  Gray 
and  John  Hamilton  Potter  Hodgson,  both  of  New  York  City. 

For  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  :  The  Rev.  Floyd  Williams 
Tomkins,  S.T.D.,  LL.D.,  of  Philadelphia  ;  and  the  Rev.  John  Jahez 
Lanier,  of  Warrenton,  North  Carolina.

The  University  Seal 

At  two  successive  meetings  of  the  Board  I  have  been  instructed  to 
revise  the  Seal  of  the  University  so  as  to  include  the  names  of  Dio- 
ceses recently  admitted  to  affiliation  with  the  University.  As  this 
would  have  involved  in  each  case  the  making  of  a  new  seal  at  an  ex- 
pense of  between  $30  and  $40,  and  as  there  was  the  prospect  of  other 
Dioceses  becoming  affiliated  with  the  University,  I  thought  it  wise  to 
postpone  carrying  out  the  instruction  of  the  Board  until  the  subject  of 
a  Seal  could  receive  fuller  attention. 

The  Seal  of  the  University  at  present  in  use  has  been  criticized  by 
those  versed  in  heraldry,  and  the  designing  of  seals  as  being  unheraldic 
and  inartistic.  To  be  heraldic  it  should  include  on  a  shield  or  escutch- 
eon the  arms  of  the  University,  and  the  University  has  never  adopted 
any  arms.  I  am  assured,  however,  by  those  who  have  given  attention 
to  the  matter,  that  it  is  not  essential  that  the  seal  of  a  university 
should  be  heraldic,  but  it  should  include  a  device  of  such  character 
that  it  can  be  impressed  upon  paper  or  wax  with  good  effect.  And 
the  design  should  be  distinctive  and  of  a  permanent  character  and  not 
subject  to  change  with  the  changing  conditions  of  the  institution 
which  adopts  it.  The  chief  objection  to  the  present  seal  is  that  the 
device  has  become  so  crowded  and  confused  by  the  additions  which 
have  been  made  to  the  original  design  (which  I  believe  was  made  by 
Bishop  John  Henry  Hopkins  of  Vermont)  that  it  is  inexpressive. 
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The  suggestion  has  been  made  (and  it  seems  a  wise  one)  that  the 
University  now  adopt  a  seal  which  can  correct  some  of  the  faults  of 
that  now  in  use,  and  can  be  retained  as  the  Official  Seal  of  the  Univer- 
sity for  the  rest  of  time.  The  idea  of  an  heraldic  device  does  not  ap- 
peal to  me,  as  it  would  be  too  great  departure  from  the  basis  of  the 
design  which  has  been  used  for  fifty  years.  I  would  suggest,  however, 
the  return  to  one  of  the  two  original  designs.  But  more  particularly 
would  I  urge  the  return  to  the  ten  links  of  the  original  design,  signify- 
ing the  original  ten  Dioceses  by  which  the  University  was  established, 
and  the  elimination  of  the  names  of  these  Dioceses.  These  ten  links 
could  be  very  clearly  impressed  from  a  seal  of  the  size  which  we  have 
to  use. 

For  a  precedent  for  this  I  might  refer  to  the  United  States  flag  and 
the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States,  which  have  retained  the  thirteen 
stripes  throughout  the  century  and  a  third  of  our  national  existence- 

I  suggest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consult  with  such 
adepts  in  seal  lore  as  they  may  know,  and  to  report  to  the  Board  of 
Regents  at  such  time  as  may  be  convenient. 

The  Chapel 

I  wish  to  state  that  the  family  and  friends  of  the  late  Rt.  Rev. 
Nicholas  Hamner  Cobbs,  D.D.,  first  Bishop  of  Alabama,  presented 
during  the  year  a  Chancellor's  Chair  to  the  Chapel  of  the  University 
as  a  loving  memorial  to  him.  This  handsome  chair  now  forms  a  part 
of  the  All  Saints  Chapel  furniture.  I  regret  to  announce  that  the  res- 
ignation of  the  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson  as  Chaplain  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  Board  of  Regents.    (The  Report  of  the  Chaplain  is  Exhibit  H.) 

University  Extension  Department 

In  the  absence  of  a  report  from  the  Director  I  would  state  that 
last  summer  was  the  most  successful  effort  the  department  has  put 
forth,  not  only  in  the  programme  but  in  the  interest  elicited,  and  from 
a  financial  standpoint.  Rev.  Mr.  Guthrie  accepted  the  call  to  the  rec- 
torship of  St.  M ark 's-on-the- Bowery,  New  York  City,  and  took  charge 
early  in  the  fall.  He  still  retains  the  Directorship  in  the  Extension 
Department  with  Mr.  George  Townshend,  B.A.,  as  Assistant  Director 
actually  in  charge.  The  programme  for  the  summer  which  is  sub- 
mitted gives  promise  of  much  interest  and  I  anticipate  as  successful  a 
course  as  last  year.  You  will  bear  in  mind  that  the  contract  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Department  of  University  Extension  expires  this 
summer.     A  kind  friend  furnished  $2,000  a  year  for  five  years  for  the 
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purpose.  I  pledged  myself  to  recommend  the  continuation  by  the 
University  of  a  course  during  the  summer.  It  is  for  you  to  decide 
whether  the  work  of  the  past  five  years  has  been  worth  while  and  jus- 
tifies a  continuation  on  the  part  of  the  University.  That  we  should 
continue  a  school  of  instruction  strikes  me  as  most  necessary,  but  that 
it  should  pursue  exactly  the  lines  as  followed  by  Mr.  Guthrie  I  am  not 
prepared  to  advise.  We  need  more  continuous  courses  on  particular 
subjects  which  may  be  accepted  as  credits  in  the  University.  Special 
lectures  may  be  given  by  well-selected  lecturers  during  the  summer 
for  the  instruction  and  entertainment  of  the  Sewanee  people.  I  can- 
not but  believe  that  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  good  executive  this  can 
be  accomplished  with  practically  no  expense  to  the  University.

The  Woman's  College 

You  are  aware  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  an  invitation 
was  extended  to  Miss  Laura  Drake  Gill,  D.C.L.,  to  solicit  subscrip- 
tions and  take  steps  towards  establishing  a  College  for  Women  at  Se- 
wanee in  affiliation  with  the  University.  Miss  Gill  appeared  before 
the  Board  of  Regents  at  their  Knoxville  meeting  last  November  and 
requested  that  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  by  the  Board  on 
Organization  of  the  College  to  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  that 
Board.  Bishop  Nelson  was  chairman  of  this  committee  and  a  report 
was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Regents  at  their  Atlanta  meeting  last 
March.  The  Board  approved  as  to  the  personnel  of  those  names  se- 
lected as  Trustees  of  this  College  and  gave  assent  to  and  approved  in 
general  terms  the  proposed  contract  of  affiliation  and  plan  of  organiza- 
tion. The  College  has  been  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Tennessee 
and  the  Trustees  are  to  hold  a  meeting  here  on  the  afternoon  of 
Thursday  the  13th.  The  Board  is  now  requested  to  take  definite  ac- 
tion relative  to  organization,  assigning  land  and  making  contract  with 
the  Trustees  of  the  College.  I  recommend  that  the  Board  authorize 
action  looking  to  this  end  and  that  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents be  appointed,  with  power  to  act,  to  thoroughly  consider  the  terms 
of  affiliation  and  the  contract  in  consultation  with  legal  advice  concern- 
ing all  interests  of  the  University.  Mr.  Charles  C.  Trabue  of  Nash- 
ville will  represent  the  College  and  I  suggest  Mr.  W.  L.  Granberry  of 
Nashville  as  our  legal  adviser.  When  the  contract  is  agreed  upon,  af- 
ter due  consideration  of  every  point  looking  to  the  welfare  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  College,  authorize  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  execute  such 
contract  and  transfers  as  the  executive  of  the  Corporation. 
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(The  plans  of  organization  and  notes  on  the  contract  are  included 
in  Exhibit  J.) 

Buildings,  Lands  and  Finance 

The  Emerald-Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary  is  nearing  completion 
and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  sometime  in  July.  The  total  cost  of 
the  building  to  the  first  of  June  has  been  $17,945.60.  The  total  amount 
we  have  received,  subscriptions  for  construction,  is  to  date  $20,966.74. 
We  have  been  instructed  to  invest  $16,000,  the  insurance  money,  for 
endowment,  of  which  $5,000  has  been  invested.  I  wish  authority  to 
sell  $10,000  University  Bonds  now  in  the  Treasury  and  invest  the  pro- 
ceeds in  this  endowment.  To  meet  the  demands  of  a  charitable  na- 
ture, the  University  also  advantaging  thereby,  I  authorized  the  use  of 
the  Elmore  house  for  certain  emergency  hospital  work  and  office 
work  for  Doctors  Kirby-Smith  and  Lear.  We  have  $18,000  endow- 
ment with  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  from  which  we  get  interest  for 
support  of  the  Infirmary  for  the  care  of  the  sick  of  our  mountain  com- 
munity. I  considered  we  were  responsible  to  this  fund  to  do  every- 
thing in  our  power  in  rendering  this  assistance.  I  authorized,  there- 
fore, an  expense  account,  beginning  the  1st  of  November,  191 1,  of  not 
more  than  $125  a  month  until  we  could  move  into  the  Infirmary.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  old  Infirmary  balance,  which  amounted  to 
$2,015.67  on  September  1,  1911,  now  stands  $1,219.57.  This  has  been 
continually  diminishing  and  I  trust  next  year  will  be  balanced. 

The  plans  for  the  new  Science  Hall  were  finally  adjusted  in  the 
fall,  bids  opened,  and  contract  let  in  February  for  $55,935-  This 
amount,  with  architect's  fees  and  incidentals,  will  bring  the  final  cost 
to  about  $60,000,  the  amount  pledged  by  Mr.  Carnegie  for  the  purpose^ 
As  this  sum  was  absolutely  limited,  we  have  been  exceedingly  diligent 
in  considering  each  estimate  of  expense,  and  I  feel  confident  we 
will  not  exceed  the  allowance.  We  have  included  the  one  item  of  fur- 
niture, laboratory,  tables,  etc.,  in  the  above  estimate,  which  in  a  tech- 
nical sense  is  not  included  in  the  building,  but  I  trust  can  be  carried 
to  completion.  We  have  no  provision  for  equipment  as  yet,  though 
we  have  had  one  contribution  of  $1,000  promised  for  this  purpose.  I 
have  effected  in  the  construction  of  this  building  a  boiler  room,  which 
is  capacitated  to  heat  eventually  all  four  University  buildings  in  this 
vicinity.  The  old  boiler  in  Walsh,  which  has  been  in  use  since  it  was 
installed  at  the  time  the  building  was  constructed,  is  absolutely  at  the 
end  of  its  usefulness.  I  hardly  see  how  we  have  gotten  through  the 
past  two  winters.     I  used  this  opportunity  in  contracting  with  the  bids 
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for  the  plumbing,  at  a  very  conservative  additional  expense,  to  pur- 
chase a  larger  boiler  to  connect  next  winter  with  the  Walsh  building. 
This  will  result  in  a  saving  of  heating  expense.  I  trust  in  the  near  fu- 
ture connection  can  be  made  with  the  Library  and  All  Saints  Chapel.

You  will  note  that  the  Gray  loan  was  paid  by  sale  to  him  of  ten 
University  bonds.  I  have,  therefore,  to  date  borrowed  $12,700  only 
since  September  1,  1910,  and  have  been  able  to  run  the  affairs  of  the 
University,  counting  in  the  deficit  of  last  year,  amounting  to  $17,792.43, 
and  of  this  year,  $4,519.68.  I  estimate,  after  paying  May  and  June 
bills  and  two  more  salary  payments,  our  deficit  will  approximate 
$15,000.     The  fiscal  year  should  show  a  deficit  not  larger   than   last 
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year,  depending  upon  collections  of  outstanding  accounts.  There  are 
still  two  accounts  outstanding  which  have  never  been  settled  with  the 
Edgefield  &  Nashville  Manufacturing  Co. :

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The  total  annuity  under  the  Nelson  Plan  amounts  to  $30,218  72.  In 
our  opinion  the  Nelson  Plan  is  the  best  conceived  and  most  business- 
like plan  we  have  had  proposed  covering  the  Church's  financial  re- 
sponsibility to  the  University.  The  working  out  of  the  ways  and 
means  to  meet  such  apportionment  must  necessarily  be  left  to  each 
individual  Diocese.  That  is  the  weakness  of  the  Plan.  We  could 
not  force  the  Diocese  to  accept  the  Plan,  but  from  my  observation  I 
am  impressed  with  the  fact  that  each  Diocese  desires  to  act  in  har- 
mony with  her  sister  Dioceses,  and  the  drawback  is  a  question  of 
ways  and  means  and  the  Diocese  is  reluctant  to  impose  an  obligation 
which  they  cannot  meet.  This  can  be  done,  however,  if  the  Trustees 
will  only  exercise  due  diligence.  Proper  organization  from  your  body 
can  act  with  the  committee  appointed  in  each  Diocese  and  can  adopt 
ways  and  means  to  meet  the  conditions  of  each  Diocese  as  they  vary. 
Such  organization  working  consistently  and  persistently  through  the 
year  can  accomplish  the  result  desired,  not  only  in  seeing  that  this  an- 
nuity is  raised,  but  also  in  steadily  diminishing  the  same  for  final  en- 
dowment. This  is  not  a  visionary  scheme.  It  is  a  practical  one,  but 
must  be  handled  actively  and  forcefully  by  your  body.  You  cannot 
expect  your  Vice-Chancellor  to  carry  out  this;  it  is  your  work.  He 
will  gladly  give  all  assistance  in  his  power.  Make  this  your  basic 
work.  I  do  not  mean  that  this  should  be  the  only  way  to  strive  for 
endowment.  Your  Chancellor  and  others  making  individual  appeals 
will  have  a  strong  lever  in  making  the  appeal  by  reference  to  what  the 
Church  is  doing  under  a  distinct  and  definite  plan. 

You  doubtless  realize,  and  have  realized  for  a  long  time,  the  im- 
mense pressure  we  are  working  under.  A  deficit  has  been  a  common 
word  in  your  ears.  The  time  is  now  at  hand  when  we  must  face  the 
financial  crisis.  We  are  carrying  bank  loans  at  present  to  the  amount 
of  $60,000 :  $45,000,  go  days  at  6  per  cent ;  and  $15,000,  6  months  at  5 
per  cent.  We  can  get  accommodation  from  them  as  long  as  we  can 
put  up  security.  Money  is  not  hard  to  get  just  now,  but  in  our  opin- 
ion the  general  condition  of  the  country  is  not  a  happy  one.  High 
cost  and  prices  of  commodities  make  for  a  diminished  margin  of 
profit,  and  our  banks  are  called  on  for  steadily  increasing  loans.  It 
would  not  be  a  surprise  to  many  to  see  a  hard  and  lean  season  shortly, 
if  not  a  panic.  How  about  our  bank  accommodation  then?  We  are, 
in  fact,  in  a  very  precarious  position  and  I  would  like  to  impress  this 
upon  you  as  forcibly  as  I  can.  I  am  willing  to  do  what  I  can,  but  I  am 
unwilling  to  attempt  to  bear  the  burden  without  your  active  and  mate- 
rial support.    I  cannot  be  placed  in  the  false  position  of  attempting  the 
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impossible  and  then  be  criticized  for  failure.  If  I  am  to  serve  the  Uni- 
versity efficiently,  I  must  have  your  hearty  support.  If  I  serve  the 
University  inefficiently,  either  here  on  the  mountain  or  representing  it 
away,  the  fault  must  lie  in  myself  or  in  you.  If  in  myself,  then  some 
more  competent  person  should  be  put  in  charge ;  if  in  you,  then  you 
should  strive  to  give  that  support  which  will  make  for  the  complete  ef- 
ficiency of  the  institution.  My  hope  has  been  to  remain  with  the 
University  until  she  may  be  placed  upon  a  safe  financial  basis.  I  do 
not  feel  justified,  however,  in  holding  a  position  in  which  we  have  no 
distinct  and  definite  policy.  I  do  not  believe  in  playing  simply  the 
waiting  game  and  taking  each  emergency  as  it  comes.  Let  each  and 
every  Trustee  shoulder  the  burden  imposed  upon  him  and  do  his  part 
in  furtherance  of  a  definite  endowment  policy.  By  this  I  mean, 
make  the  Nelson  Flan  go.

(3)  That  the  petition  of  the  Faculty  for  certain  changes  in  the 
Commencement  programme  be  returned  to  the  Faculty  for  further 
consideration. 

(4)  That  the  request  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Department 
be  referred  to  a  committee  of  two  (upon  which  Bishop  Reese  and 
Colonel  Harrison  were  appointed),  to  report  to  the  Board  at  its 
meeting  this  evening. 

(5)  That  the  income  of  the  sixteen  thousand  dollars  (8  16,000), 
Hodgson  Memorial  Fund,  until  further  action  be  used  for  the  expenses 
of  the  Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital. 

(6)  That  Miss  Laura  Drake  Gill,  D.C.L.,  be  invited  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  at  this  evening's  session. 

(7)  That  the  Field  Commissioner  of  Endowment  be  hereafter 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chancellor  as  to  his  movements,  and  that 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  he  should  confine  his  operations  during 
the  coming  session  to  visiting  the  Southern  Dioceses  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  the  Dioceses  in  raising  the  amounts  they  have  agreed  to  pay 
towards  the  Annuity  Fund  of  the  University,  as  well  as  securing  sub- 
scriptions  for   the   Endowment    Fund    thereof,    and    that    he    report 
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monthly  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  his  work  and  plans,  together  with 
a  statement  of  his  expenses,  which  shall  not  average  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  per  month,  and  that  all  collections 
made  by  him  be  remitted  to  the  University,  specifying  the  object  for 
which  the  same  is  given. 

The  Report  of  the  Field  Commissioner  was  received  and  filed. 

10  .10  o'clock  p.m. 

The  Board  reconvened  and  Miss  Gill  was  present  and  addressed 
the  Board.  The  sub-committee,  on  the  request  of  the  Theological 
Department,  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

That  to  the  Uean  of  the  Theological  Department  is  committed 
supervisory  authority  over  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  St.  Luke's 
Hall,  with  power  to  appoint  and  remove  servants  and  to  make  such 
needful  repairs  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Vice-Chancellor.

(1)  Whereas,  For  the  establishment  and  endowment  of  a  College 
for  Women  at  Sewanee  in  affiliation  with  the  University  of  the  South, 
the  Board  of  Regents  of  said  University  has  agreed  to  cooperate  with 
Miss  Laura  Drake  Gill,  D.C.L.,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Miss  Gill  is  hereby  requested  and  authorized  to 
solicit  subscriptions  for  the  organization  and  endowment  of  said 
College,  and  that  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair- 
man of  this  Board  to  hold  all  subscriptions  for  said  College,  and  to 
make  such  disbursements  as  may  be  needful  for  its  organization,  on 
the  orders  of  its  chairman,  approved  by  Miss  Gill. 
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Resolved  further,  that  a  Committee  of  Seven  be  appointed  by  the 
Chairman  of  this  Board,  to  report  to  the  next  meeting  thereof  a  plan 
for  the  establishment  of  said  College  and  its  affiliation  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South. 

(2)  That  consent  be  and  is  hereby  given  to  the  Field  Commissioner 
to  solicit  funds  for  the  erection  of  an  electric  light  plant  at  the  Uni- 
versity. 

(3)  That  action  upon  the  communication  of  the  Headmaster  of 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  with  regard  to  the  system  of  said 
Academy  be  deferred  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

(4)  That  the  account  of  the  Headmaster  of  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  for  services  rendered  during  the  past  summer  be  allowed 
and  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  pay  the  same. 

(5)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  expend  such  amount 
as  may  be  necessary  for  increased  fire  protection  at  the  University. 

(6)  The  Board  of  Regents  has  received  Mr.  Spearing's  communi- 
cation and  begs  to  say  that  it  realizes  and  appreciates  Mr.  Spearing's 
successful  and  laborious  work  during  the  past  year  in  building  up  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy,  and  has  instructed  the  Vice-Chancellor 
to  pay  the  amount  ($450)  which  Mr.  Spearing  feels  is  due  him  for 
extraordinary  work  this  year.  The  Board,  however,  begs  that  Mr. 
Spearing  will  not  consider  this  payment  as  a  precedent.  The  Board 
has  engaged  Mr.  Spearing  as  the  administrative  head  of  the  school 
responsible  for  its  development  and  success,  and  has  provided  for  him 
a  salary  which  he  accepted  as  adequate  to  pay  him  for  assuming  this 
responsibility.  The  Board  will  gladly,  at  the  meeting  in  June  next, 
consider  an  application  from  Mr.  Spearing  for  an  increase  in  his  salary, 
if  he  thinks  it  necessary,  and  submit  it  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but 
this  Board  must  insist  that  the  Headmaster  of  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy,  in  accepting  that  position,  accepts  the  obligation  to  do  all 
that  is  necessary  to  build  up  and  increase  the  attendance  at  the  Aca- 
demy, even  if  such  obligation  should  involve  work  during  at  least  part 
of  the  usual  vacation. 

(7)  That  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  be  held  in  the  city  of 
Atlanta,  near  the  second  Wednesday  of  March.  191 2  (13th  day)  as  the 
Chairman  shall  fix.

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  on  behalf 
of  the  committee  to  make  assignments  of  the  Bishops  for  visitations 
of  the  several  Dioceses  in  the  interest  of  the  University  during  the 
past  winter,  reported  that  eight  Bishops  had  been  engaged  in  this 
work,  and  promised  a  written  report  later.  The  Vice-Chancellor  re- 
ported the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  A.  Tidball,  D.D.,  Pro- 
fessor of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Polity.     Whereupon,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  regrets  to  learn  that  Professor 
Tidball  feels  compelled  to  insist  upon  his   resignation  of  the   Chair 
'which  he  has  held  with  so  much  credit  to  himself  and  such  fidelity  to 
the  University  and  to  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board,  in  accepting  the  resignation  of  Pro- 
fessor Tidball,  tenders  him  the  assurance  of  our  cordial  esteem  and 
appreciation,  and  hopes  for  a  long  continuance  among  us  of  his  great 
influence  for  the  maintenance  of  high  ideals  of  character  and  good 
scholarship. 

Resolved,  That  Professor  Tidball  be  and  hereby  is  elected  Pro- 
fessor Emeritus  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Polity,  with  the  request 
that  he  deliver  lectures  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  him,  by  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Polity,  and  the  Dean  of  the 
Theological  Department. 

The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson  as  Chaplain  of  the 
University  was  read  and  a  resolution  adopted  referring  the  same  to 
the  Chancellor  with  power  to  act.  A  committee,  consisting  of  the 
Bishop  of  Georgia,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis  and  Wright,  was  ap- 
pointed to  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  subject  of 
definite  religious  instruction  at  the  University,  and  further  a  resolution 
was  adopted  to  the  effect  that  this  action  of  the  Board  be  made  known 
to  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  with  the  request  that  they  report  to  this 
Board  at  the  same  time  upon  the  same  subject.  The  chairman  re- 
ported that,  acting  on  the  resolution  of  the  Board  adopted  at  its  meet- 
ing, November  16,  iqm,  he  had  appointed  the  following  committees 
on  the  proposed  College  for  Women  at  Sewanee  : 
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To  Receive  and  Disburse  Funds:  The  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  Col. 
Z.  D.  Harrison  and  Dr.  William  B.  Hall. 

On  Organization :  The  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  Rev.  Carroll  M.  Davis, 
Colonel  Harrison,  Dr.  Hall,  Miss  Laura  Drake  Gill,  Miss  Pauline  V. 
Orr  and  Mr.  Max  Meyerhard. 

A  communication  from  the  Hebdomadal  Board  with  regard  to  re- 
ducing the  expenses  of  students  at  the  University  was  received  and 
was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky, 
Mr.  Gale  and  Colonel  Harrison. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  presented  a  financial  statement. 

The  Chancellor  addressed  the  Board  and  gave  an  account  of  his 
work  during  the  past  winter  in  visiting  Dioceses  in  the  interest  of  the 
endowment  of  the  University. 

The  Committee  of  Seven  on  Organization  of  the  College  for  Women 
at  Sewanee  reported  a  form  of  charter  and  notes  for  contract  of  affillia- 
tion  with  the  University.  After  thorough  discussion  this  report  was 
recommitted,  the  general  assent  of  the  Board  was  given  to  the  sugges- 
tions as  contained  therein,  and  the  committee  was  requested  to  for- 
ward its  report  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  by  May  ist,  next,  in  order  that 
he  may  have  copies  of  the  same  made  and  sent  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  prior  to  its  meeting,  Saturday,  June  8th,  and  assent 
was  given  to  the  selection  of  the  persons  proposed  in  the  report,  as 
trustees  for  the  College  for  Women  ;  and  further,  the  Bishop  of  At- 
lanta was  elected  the  representative  of  the  University  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  said  College. 

3:40  o'clock  P.M. 
At  this  hour  the  Chancellor  was  compelled  to  withdraw  from  the 
meeting  and  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta  was  called  to  the  chair.  The  Vice- 
Chancellor  was  authorized  to  borrow  $17,000  or  as  much  thereof  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  University.  A 
committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Wright  and  Mr.  Gale,  to  define  and  specify  by  rule  the  rela- 
tion between  the  offices  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Headmaster  of 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  and  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Bo.ird.

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  7,  1912. 

The  Board  met.  Present  the  Chancellor,  the  Bishops  of  Atlanta 
and  Georgia,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis,  McQueen  and  Wright;  Messrs. 
Gale,  Hampton  and  Hodgson.  The  Vice-Chancellor  was  also  present. 
The  minutes  of  March  19th,  1912,  were  read  and  approved.  The 
Bishop  of  Atlanta  made  a  report  of  the  visitation  of  the  various  Dio- 
ceses during  the  season  of  1911-12  by  a  number  of  the  Bishops.  The 
report  was  received  and  filed,  and  a  resolution  was  adopted  requesting 
the  Chancellor  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Bishops  present  at  this  session 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  consider  the  same.  The  Committee  on 
Definite  Religious  Instruction  in  the  University  made  a  report  which 
after  discussion  was  recommitted  and  the  committee  was  requested 
to  confer  with  the  Hebdomadal  Board  and  report  again  to  this  Board. 

The  committee  to  define  and  specify  the  relation  between  the 
offices  of  Vice-Chancellor  and  Headmaster  of  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  reported  and  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Headmaster  be  instructed  to  submit  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor  one  month  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  a  budget  of  the  expected  cost  of  operating  the  Academy  for 
the  next  succeeding  year  under  the  following  heads: 

The  number  of  teachers  needed  and  the  salary  to  be  paid  each  one 
of  them  ; 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  board  for  the  students,  based  upon  the 
cost  per  student  per  year  ; 

For  repairs  and  improvements  ; 

For  expense  account ; 

For  cost  of  catalogue  ; 

Proportionate  cost  of  insurance  and  corporation  expenses  for 
account  of  the  school. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reports,  with  his  recommendations,  this  budget 
to  the  Board  of  Regents  to  be  by  them  submitted  with  their  recom- 
mendations to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  upon  this  budget  shall  be 
authorized  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board,  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  Academy  for  the  ensuing  year. 

In  the  appropriation  the  Headmaster  shall  be  granted  a  specific 
amount  of  money  for  a  contingent  fund  which  he  shall  be  authorized 
to  expend  for  purposes  not  covered  by  any  of  the  objects  specified  in 
the  budget  and  for  which  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  authorized  to 
draw  his  voucher  upon  the  order  of  the  Headmaster. 
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Resolved  (2),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  transmit 
to  the  Headmaster  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  a  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  account  of  the  Academy  for  the  pre- 
ceding month. 

Resolved  (3),  That  Section  3  of  the  Regulations  in  reference  to  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy  he  amended  by  striking  the  first  clause 
and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "  The  Headmaster 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  a  term  of  three  years." 

The  third  resolution  was  amended  by  substituting  the  word  "  five  " 
for  "three,"  thereby  making  the  term  of  office  of  the  Headmaster  five 
years. 

The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson  as  Chaplain  of  the 
University  was  accepted  and  the  Chancellor  was  requested  to  convey 
to  him  the  regrets  of  the  Board  for  the  necessity  which  compelled  it.

Resolved,  That  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  instructed  to  provide,  as 
at  present,  that  Ethics  V  be  required  of  all  students,  candidates  for 
any  degree,  and  that  Ethics  I  be  made  elective. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  re- 
questing information  as  to  what  action  was  taken  by  this  Board  at  its 
meeting  last  November  with  regard  to  the  proposed  changes  in  the 
time  of  holding  Commencement;  and  a  committee  was  appointed, 
consisting  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  and  Dr.  Hodgson,  to  take  up  this 
matter  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  report  to  this  Board.  The  Sec- 
retary was  instructed  to  notify  the  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees on  Elections  of  the  need  of  electing  the  Board  of  Regents  under 
the  terms  of  the  Constitution  and  not  of  the  Ordinances.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bishop  was  nominated  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  as 
Professor  of  Dogmatic  Theology  and  Metaphysics  for  one  year,  with 
salary  and  leave  of  absence;  and  Mr.  Watson  Selvage,  M.A.,  was 
nominated  Professor  of  Ethics  and  Apologetics,  and  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor requested  to  adjust  his  work.  A  motion  was  adopted  approv- 
ing the  action  of  the  Committee  of  Seven  on  the  organization  of  the 
College  for  Women  and  their  recommendations  up  to  this  time.

the  use  of  said  College,  for  which  they  are  authorized  to  take  legal 
advice.

Whereas,  We  are  informed  by  correspondence  with  Miss  Laura 
Drake  Gill,  D.C.L.,  that  she  is  interested  in  the  establishment  of  a 
Woman's  College  in  the  South,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Bcwrd  that  there  is  a  need  for  the 
establishment  of  such  a  college  for  the  higher  education  of  women  in 
the  South,  and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  such  a  college  in  affiliation  with 
the  University  of  the  South  would  meet  the  above  need,  and  such 
affiliation  would  be  of  great  mutual  benefit  to  the  proposed  college 
and  to  the  University  in  the  increased  educational  advantages  offered 
by  both  institutions,  and 
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Whereas,  The  University  of  the  South  possesses  abundant  lands 
and  a  location  specially  suitable  for  such  a  college  and  easily  accessible 
to  all  portions  of  the  South,  now  therefore,  be  and  it  is  hereby 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
the  South  hereby  extends  to  Miss  Laura  Drake  Gill,  U.C.L.,  an  invi- 
tation to  take  steps  for  the  foundation  of  a  woman's  college  to  be 
affiliated  with  the  University  ; 

Resolved,  That  the  University  of  the  South  will  furnish  all  needed 
lands  for  the  establishment  of  the  same,  on  the  following  conditions: 

First:  That  such  institution  shall  be  a  separate  and  independent 
corporation  with  its  own  Board  of  Trustees  or  governing  body,  and 
that  the  proposed  institution  and  the  University  of  the  South  shall  be 
financially  independent  of  each  other. 

Second  :  That  the  relations  between  the  two  corporations  shall  be 
determined  by  contract,  and  that  such  contract  may  be  terminated 
upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  respective  corporations. 

Third :  That  all  decrees  of  the  Woman's  College  shall  be  conferred 
by  the  University  of  the  South  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
and  Ordinances  of  the  University  pertaining  to  its  degrees  as  the 
same  now  exist  or  may  be  hereafter  enacted. 

Fourth  :  That  the  College  shall  be  placed  within  reasonable  dis- 
tance of  the  University  and  upon  ground  which  shall  be  properly  con- 
veyed to  the  Trustees  of  the  College  by  the  University  of  the  South, 
and  that  the  establishment  of  the  College  shall  begin  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  a  sum  of  money  shall  be  in  hand  sufficient  in  the 
judgment  of  its  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University 
to  justify  its  successful  operation,  it  being  understood  that  the  amount 
of  $2,500,000  is  desirable  for  that  purpose. 

On  November  16,  19 1 1 ,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  adopted : 

Whereas,  For  the  establishment  and  endowment  of  a  College 
for  Women  at  Sewanee  in  affiliation  with  the  University  of  the  South, 
the  Board  of  Regents  of  said  University  has  agreed  to  cooperate  with 
Miss  Laura  Drake  Gill,  D.C.L.,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  Miss  Gill  is  hereby  requested  and  authorized  to 
solicit  subscriptions  for  the  organization  and  endowment  of  said  col 
lege,  and  that  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of 
this  Board  to  hold  all  subscriptions  for  said  College  and  to  make  such 
disbursements  as  may  be  needful  for  its  organization  on  the  orders  of 
its  Chairman,  approved  by  Miss  Gill. 

Resolved  further.  That  a  Committee  of  Seven  be  appointed  by 
the  Chairman  of  this  Board  to  report  to  the  next  meeting  thereof  a 
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plan  for  the  establishment  of  said  College  and  its  affiliation  with  the 
University  of  the  South. 

On  March  19,  1912,  the  President  of  the  Board  reported  that, 
acting  on  the  resolution  of  the  Board  adopted  at  its  meeting  Novem- 
ber 16,  1911,  he  had  appointed  the  following  committees  on  the  pro- 
posed College  for  Women  at  Sewanee  : 

To  Receive  and  Disburse  Fimds  :  The  Bishop  of  Atlanta;  Messrs. 
Z.  U.  Harrison  and  W.  B.  Hall. 

On  Organization  :  The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  ;  Rev.  Carroll  M.  Davis  ; 
Messrs  Harrison  and  Hall ;  Miss  Laura  Drake  Gill ;  Miss  Pauline  V. 
Orr  ;  Mr.  Max  Meyerhardt. 

The  following  form  of  contract  of  affiliation  was  tentatively  adopted  : 

First:  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sewanee  College  for  Women 
shall  be  mutually  exclusive  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  Board 
o£  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  South,  except  for  one  official  rep- 
resentative of  the  University  to  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
or  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor 
as  an  ex -officio  member. 

Second  :  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  fifteen  members, 
namely:  the  representative  of  the  University;  the  Vice-Chancellor; 
the  President  of  the  College  ;  and  twelve  elected  members  who  shall 
be  divided  into  three  groups  of  four  members  each,  to  be  elected 
every  second  year  for  terms  of  six  years  and  not  eligible  to  imme- 
diately succeed  themselves.  The  original  twelve  members  shall  be 
divided  into  groups  of  four  members  each  to  serve,  respectively,  for 
four,  six  and  eight  years,  the  general  rule  thus  becoming  operative  in 
191(3. 

Third:  Each  member  of  the  Board  shall  be  chosen  with  reference 
to  his  or  her  efficiency  upon  one  of  the  three  Standing  Committees  of 
Finance,  Plant  and  Administration,  and  Instruction,  upon  which  he 
shall  serve  for  his  entire  term  of  services  upon  the  Board.  Each 
member  also  serves,  year  and  year  about,  upon  the  other  two  com- 
mittees. This  insures  full  knowledge  by  each  member  about  all  of  the 
activities  of  the  Board,  and  also  insures  in  each  Standing  Committee  a 
permanent  nucleus  of  experts  checked  and  stimulated  by  the  lay 
opinion  of  the  other  five  non-expert  members. 

The   College  for  Women  shall  be  affiliated  with  the  University  of 

the  South  by  a  business  contract  which  can  be  annulled  on years' 

notice    from  either   side.     During   the  existence  of  this  contract  the 
College  shall  refrain  from  exercising  its  powers  to  confer  degrees,  and 
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the  University  shall  confer  appropriate  degrees  upon  any  student  of 
the  College  who  shall  have  satisfactorily  fulfilled  in  the  College  the 
requirements  of  the  University  statutes  for  that  degree.  The  courses 
in  the  College  leading  to  the  various  degrees  shall  be  determined  and 
administered  by  its  own  Faculty,  and  all  examinations  for  admission  to 
the  College  and  in  course  shall  be  conducted  under  the  authority 
of  the  Faculty  of  the  College.  The  diplomas  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  and  the  President  of  the  College. 
The  degrees  conferred  upon  the  graduates  of  the  College  shall  be 
maintained  at  all  times  as  of  equal  value  with  corresponding,  degrees 
in  the  University,  and  the  equivalency  of  the  degrees  shall  be  main- 
tained in  such  manner  as  the  Hebdomadal  Board  of  the  University 
may  prescribe. 

Also  while  this  business  contract  lasts  the  College  shall  maintain  re. 
ligious  services  by  a  Chaplain  who  shall  be  a  clergyman  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  but  the  pulpit  shall  be  free  to  representatives 
of  all  denominations. 

The  internal  administration  of  the  College  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
President  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  and 
with  the  formal  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University. 

The  College  shall  be  represented  in  the  Hebdomadal  Board  by  the 
President  and  the  Dean,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  upon  all 
questions  affecting  said  College.  The  Faculty  of  the  College  shall 
consist  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University,  the  President  and 
Dean  of  the  College,  all  professors  of  the  College,  and  such  pro- 
fessors on  the  staff  of  the  University  as  give  five  or  more  hours  per 
week  of  instruction  in  the  College.  The  Dean  of  the  College  and  of 
each  School  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  their  respective  Faculties, 
unless  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  President  shall  otherwise  rule. 

The  College  shall  provide  for  and  maintain  such  officers  of  in- 
struction as  may  from  time  to  time  be  agreed  upon.  Such  officers 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  President  of  the  College,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University,  and  shall  be  appointed  and 
reappointed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  College  in  accordance  with  their 
custom.  Their  standing  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as  that  of 
other  like  officers  in  the  University.  For  all  services  rendered  in  the 
University  by  officers  so  appointed  an  equivalent  amount  of  service 
shall  be  rendered  in  the  College  by  other  officers  of  the  University  of 
like  grade,  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time,  with  the  consent 
of  the  officers  concerned,  by  the  President  of  the  College  and  the 
Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University. 
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The  members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  may  be  either  men  or 
women. 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing,  authority  was  given  to  extend  invitations 
to  the  persons  named  to  become  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  said  College.  Those  who  accepted  said  invitations  will  be  herein- 
after reported.  Pursuant  also  to  the  foregoing  terms  of  affiliation  the 
Rt.  Rev.  C.  K.  Nelson,  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  was  elected  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  University  on  said  Board  of  Trustees. 

On  June  10,  1912,  the  Committee  on  Organization  reported  that  of 
those  invited  to  become  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  said 
College,  the  following  had  accepted,  viz. :

The  above-named  persons,  together  with  Miss  Gill  and  the  Vice 
Chancellor  and  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  are  recommended  to  the  cor- 
porators for  membership  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Woman's 
College,  and  that  they  be  given  authority  to  fill  all  vacancies  by 
electing  the  remaining  members  to  constitute  a  full  Board. 


The  Committee  on  Organization  also  reported  the  procurement  of 
a  Charter  of  Incorporation  for  said  College,  a  copy  of  which  is  as 
follows :

Chartek  of  Incorporation 

Be  it  Known,  That  William  B.  Hall,  VVm.  L.  Fr'.erson,  Laura  D. 
Gill,  Robt.  L.  Colmore  and  James  C.  Preston,  arc  hereby  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  College  for 
Women  at  Sevvanee,  Tennessee,  under  Subsec.  4  of  Sec.  2513  of 
Shannon's  Code,  which  provides  for  the  support  of  a  literary  or 
scientific  undertaking,  as  a  college  or  university,  with  powers  to 
confer  degrees.  The  particular  purposes  for  which  this  Charter  is 
sought  are  to  provide  opportunities  for  all  departments  of  higher  edu- 
cation, and  professional  training,  to  women  ;  and  to  those  ends  to  es- 
tablish and  maintain  at  Sevvanee,  or  elsewhere,  professional  and  tech- 
nical schools,  colleges  and  secondary  schools,  which  shall  not,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  be  under  the  control  of  any  church  or  ecclesias- 
tical body,  but  which  shall  be  strictly  non-sectarian. 

The  general  powers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to  sue  and  be  sued 
by  the  corporate  name,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  it  may 
alter  at  pleasure  ;  if  no  common  seal,  then  the  signature  of  the  name 
of  the  Corporation  by  any  duly  authorized  officer  shall  be  iegal  and 
binding  ;  to  purchase  and  hold,  or  receive  by  gift,  bequests  or  devise, 
in  addition  to  the  personal  property  owned  by  the  Corporation,  real 
estate  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  corporate  business  and 
also  to  purchase  or  accept  any  real  estate  in  payment  or  in  part  pay- 
ment of  any  debts  due  to  the  C01  porauon,  and  sell  the  same  ;  to  estab- 
lish by-laws,  and  make  all  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  and  constitution  deemed  expedient  lor  the  management  of 
corporate  affairs  ;  and  to  appoint  such  subordinate  officers  and 
agents,  in  addition  to  a  President  and  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  as  the 
business  of  the  Corporation  may  require,  designate  the  name  of  the 
office  and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  officer. 

The  said  five  or  more  incorporators  shall,  within  a  convenient 
time  after  the  registration  of  this  Charter  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
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of  State,  elect  from  their  number  a  President,  Secretary,  and  Treas- 
urer, or  the  two  last  offices  may  be  combined  into  one,  said  officers 
and  the  other  incorporators  to  constitute  the  first  Board  of  Directors. 
In  all  elections  each  member  to  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  either  in  per- 
son or  by  proxy,  and  the  result  to  be  determined  by  the  majority  of 
the  votes  cast.  Uue  notice  of  any  election  must  be  given  bv  adver- 
tisement in  the  newspaper,  personal  notice  to  the  members,  or  a  day 
stated  on  the  minutes  of  the  Board  six  months  preceding  the  election. 
The  Board  of  Directors  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings, 
which  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  member. 
The  Corporation  may  establish  branches  in  any  other  county  in  the 
State. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  have  the  power  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  directors  to  seven  or  ten  if  they  deem  the  interest  of  the  Corpo- 
ration requires  such  increase  ;  and  the  first  or  any  subsequent  Board 
of  Directors  may  have  the  power  to  elect  other  members,  who,  on  ac- 
ceptance of  membership,  shall  become  corporators  equally  with  the 
original  corporators.  The  Board  of  Directors  have  the  right  to  deter- 
mine what  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  treasury  shall  be  a  prerequi- 
site for  membership,  or,  if  necessary,  what  amount  shall  be  thus  an- 
nually paid  ;  and  a  failure  thus  to  pay  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Directors,  justify  the  expulsion  of  said  defaulting  member.  The  term 
of  all  officers  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  ;  the  said  term  not,  however, 
to  exceed  three  years.  All  officers  hold  over  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

The  general  welfare  of  society,  not  individual  profit,  is  the  object 
for  which  this  Charter  is  granted,  and  hence  the  members  are  not 
stockholders  in  the  legal  sense  of  the  term,  and  no  dividends  or  profits 
shall  be  divided  among  the  members.  The  members  may  at  any 
time  voluntarily  dissolve  the  Corporation  by  conveyance  of  its  assets 
and  property  to  any  other  corporation  holding  a  charter  from  the 
State  for  the  purposes  not  of  individual  profit,  first  providing  for 
corporate  debt. 

A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Charter  shall  subject 
the  Corporation  to  dissolution  at  the  instance  of  the  State. 

This  Charter  is  subject  to  modification  or  amendment ;  and  in  case 
said  modification  or  amendment  is  not  accepted,  corporate  business  is 
to  cease,  and  the  assets  and  property,  after  the  payment  of  debts,  are 
to  be  conveyed,  as  aforesaid,  to  some  other  corporation  holding  a 
charter  for  purposes  not  connected  with  individual  profit.  Acquies- 
cence in  any  modification  thus  declared  shall  be  determined  at  a  meet- 
ing specially  called  for  that  purpose  and  only  those  voting  in  favor  of 
the  modification  shall  thereafter  compose  the  Corporation. 

The  means,  assets,  income,  or  other  property  of  the  Corporation 
shall   not   be   employed  directly  or  indirectly  for  any  other  purpose 
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whatever  than  to  accomplish  the  legitimate  objects  of  its  creation,  and 
by  no  implication  shall  it  possess  the  power  to  issue  notes  or  currency, 
deal  in  currency,  notes  or  coin,  buy  or  sell  products,  or  engage  in  any 
kind  of  trading  operations,  nor  hold  any  more  real  estate  than  is 
necessary  for  its  legitimate  business. 

Expulsion  shall  be  the  only  remedy  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  by 
the  members,  and  there  shall  be  no  individual  liability  against  the 
members  for  corporate  debts,  but  the  entire  corporate  property  shall 
be  liable  for  the  claims  of  creditors. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  right  to  increase  the  number 
of  Directors  to  any  number  not  exceeding  ^  and  not  less  than  5. 

This  Corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  purchase  and  hold,  or 
receive  by  gift,  in  addition  to  the  personal  property  owned  by  said 
Corporation,  any  real  estate  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  corpo- 
rate business,  and  also  to  purchase  or  accept  any  real  estate  in  pay- 
ment, or  part  payment,  of  any  debt  due  to  the  Corporation,  and  sell 
realty  for  corp.oration  purposes. 

It  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  acquire  any  real  or  personal 
property,  and  to  take,  receive  and  hold  any  and  all  gifts,  bequests,  or 
devises  of  property  —  real,  personal  or  mixed  —  for  educational  pur- 
poses, heretofore,  or  hereafter,  made,  subject  to  such  limitations  or 
conditions  as  the  donor  or  testator  may  attach  thereto. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  are  authorized,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  object  of  this  Corporation  or  to  secure  indebtedness  con- 
tracted in  erecting  buildings,  making  improvements  or  otherwise,  in 
or  about  its  business,  to  issue  bonds  or  note  bearing  lawful  interest  for 
a  term  of  not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  and  mortgage  the  property  to 
secure  the  payment  thereof. 

We,  the  undersigned,  apply  to  the  State  of  Tennessee,  by  virtue  of 
the  laws  of  the  land,  for  a  charter  of  incorporation  for  the  purposes, 
and  with  the  powers,  etc.,  declared  in  the  foregoing  instrument.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENDOWMENT  COMMITTEE 

May  31,  1912. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Endowment  Committee,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report  from  May  31,  191 1,  to  May  31, 
1912. 

Total  of  Endowment  Funds,  May  31,  1911,  $332,995.16,  May  31, 
1912,  5350,545.18,  which  is  an  increase  of  $17,550.02. 

An  itemized  list  of  Endowment  Securities  amounting  to  $302,050.00 
is  attached  hereto.  The  difference  between  this  amount  and  the  total 
of  Endowment  Funds  is  represented  by  parts  of  the  Tustin,  Hill  and 
Cloisters  Funds  used  by  the  University,  the  Quintard  Memorial  Pro- 
fessorship Funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Guaranty  Trust  Company  in 
New  York,  amount  retained  by  Sanford  Duncan  $500.00  in  foreclosure 
proceedings  and  cash  in  bank  uninvested  at  the  present  time. 

There  is  also  attached  hereto  list  of  the  different  funds  with  the 
securities  in  which  the  same  are  invested. 

With  very  few  exceptions  the  Endowment  investments  are  in  good 
condition. 

The  loan  of  $1,500.00  to  E.  C.  Dugas,  Augusta,  Ga.,  mentioned  in 
last  year's  report  was  collected  in  full  with  interest  September  14, 
191 1,  through  the  aid  of  Mr.  W.  K.  Miller  of  Augusta. 

The  loan  of  $975.00  to  Mrs.  Sarah  V.  Tutt,  Augusta,  Ga.,  assumed 
by  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Hayes,  having  defaulted  in  its  interest  payments,  the 
same  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  W.  K.  Miller  of  Augusta 
some  months  ago  for  collection  or  foreclosure.  This  loan  was  made 
through  Mr.  Miller  originally. 

Mr.  Sanford  Duncan  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  reports  in  regard  to 
the  Henry  M.  Dickens,  J.  Alfred  Williams  and  W.  B.  Felts  loans  as 
follows : 

"  In  the  loan  made  Henry  M.  Dickens,  which  matured  on  the  8th 
day  of  March,  1912,  for  the  sum  of  $2,000.00,  we  are  amply  secured, 
but  on  account  of  Mr.  Dickens1  mental  condition,  this  matter  has 
been  tied  up  in  Chancery  Court  and  we  have  been  unable  to  collect 
interest  for  more  than  two  years.  I  am  advised  by  our  Attorney,  Mr. 
R.  B.  C.  Howell,  that  he  is  endeavoring  to  get  an  order  of  sale  from 
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the  Court,  which  he  hopes  to  accomplish  in  a  short  time,  when  fore- 
closure proceedings  will  be  instituted,  looking  to  the  settlement  of  this 
loan. 

"  In  the  loan  made  Alfred  Williams  and  wife  for  $3,000.00  which 
matured  March  26,  191 1,  the  property  was  sold  and  is  now  carried 
in  the  name  of  the  University. 

"When  this  property  was  purchased  under  foreclosure  proceedings 
it  was  in  a  state  of  poor  repair,  and  before  it  could  be  put  in  a  rental 
shape  the  season  for  renting,  commencing  October  1st,  had  passed  and 
I  have  been  unable  to  rent  it  at  what  I  considered  a  fair  price  of 
#35.00  per  month,  and  have  not  thought  it  advisable  to  accept  several 
offers  of  $25.00  per  month,  because  I  considered  that  it  would  depre- 
ciate the  selling  value  of  the  property. 

"  This  property  now  shows  a  cost  to  the  University  of  about  $^,750.00 
and  I  now  have  what  I  consider  an  extra  good  prospect  to  sell  it  at 
that  price  ;  in  addition  we  should  obtain  a  judgment  against  the  for- 
mer owners  of  the  property  for  at  least  $1,250.00,  which,  when  obtained, 
I  think  should  be  collectable.  These  Chancery  proceedings,  however, 
are  slow  and  tedious. 

"The  loan  to  W.  B.  Felts  and  wife  for  $2,500.00  matured  on  Decem- 
ber 4,  191 1,  and  the  interest  has  been  paid  to  April  4,  1912.  It  has 
not  seemed  best  to  renew  this  loan.  We  believe  it  perfectly  safe,  but 
would  not  institute  foreclosure  proceedings  because  we  believe  it 
would  work  a  very  great  detriment  to  Mr.  Felts,  and  we  think  in  a 
very  short  time  all  this  will  be  properly  adjusted."

Ordinance  XXXV. 

General  Utilities  Commission 

Sec.  1.  A  commission  consisting  of  three  members  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Board,  to  be  known  as  the  General  Utilities  Commission,  the 
members  of  which  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Commission  is  hereby  charged  with  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  University  laundry,  and  water  works,  and  is 
hereby  empowered  to  make  all  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to  the 
same  that  may  be  needful,  or  which,  in  its  opinion,  may  become  ex- 
pedient. 

Sec.  3.  All  receipts  from  said  laundry  or  water  works  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  and  all  disbursements  by  said 
Commission  shall  be  made  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  Vice-Chancellor 
on  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Commission  shall  be  entitled  to  ten  per  cent  of  the 
gross  receipts  of  said  laundry  and  water  works,  for  their  services. 

1911 
Ordinance   II   was  repealed  and  stricken,  and  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following  inserted : 

II.  Board  of  Regents 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Regents, 
three  of  whom  need  not  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  con- 
sisting of  three  Bishops,  three  Presbyters,  and  six  Laymen.  The 
Chancellor  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and 
its  Chairman.  At  the  first  election  of  members  of  said  Board,  one 
Bishop,  one  Presbyter,  and  two  Laymen  shall  be  elected  for  one  year, 
a  like  number  for  two  years,  and  a  like  number  for  three  years.     As 
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the  terms  of  its  members  expire,  their  successors  shall  be  elected  for 
three  years,  so  that  four  members  of  said  Board  shall  be  elected 
annually. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  and 
act  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  not  in 
session,  and  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  acts  not  in  con- 
fliet  with  the  Charter,  Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  the  Corporation. 
They  shall  keep  full  and  explicit  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and 
annually  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  No  action  affecting  the  finances  of  the  University,  whether 
in  the  matter  of  investment,  expenditure,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  without  the  previous  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
appointing  members  of  tiie  Endowment  Committee  with  power  of 
removal. 

Sec  5.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  when  only 
five  members  are  present,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  required  for 
effective  action.  At  all  meetings  each  class  of  Trustees  shall  be 
represented.

Ordinance  IV,  Sec.  2,  was  amended  by  adding  after  the  word

1912 
The  Constitution   was   amended  by  inserting  as  Article  IV  the  fol- 
lowing, and  by  renumbering  consecutively  all  succeeding  Articles: 

Akticle  IV. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Regents, 
three  of  whom  need  not  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  con- 
sisting of  three  Bishops,  three  Presbyters,  and  six  Laymen.  The 
Chancellor  shall  be.  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and 
its  Chairman.  At  the  first  election  of  members  of  said  Board,  one  Bish- 
op, one  Presbyter,  and  two  Laymen  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  a  like 
number  for  two  years,  and  .1  like  number  for  three  years.  As  the  terms 
of  its  members  expire,  their  successors  shall  be  elected  for  three  years, 
so  that  four  members  of  tiie  said  Board  shall  be  elected  annually. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  and 
act  for  the  Board  of  Trustees,  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  not  in 
session,  and  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  acts  not  in  con- 
flict with  the  Charter,  Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  the  Corporation. 
They  shall  keep  full  and  explicit  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and 
annually  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  No  action  affecting  the  finances  of  the  University,  whether 
in  the  matter  of  investment,  expenditure,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  without  the  previous  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty 
of  appointing  members  of  the  Endowment  Committee,  with  power  of 
removal. 

Sec.  5.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  when  only 
five  members  are  present,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  required  for 
effective  action.  At  all  meetings  each  class  of  Trustees  shall  be 
represented. 

Ordinance  XXXVI. 
Sewa?iee  Military  Academy 

Sec.  1.  The  Government  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  shall 
be  nnder  the  control  of  a  Headmaster,  who  shall  be  the  administrative 
officer  of  such  school,  and  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  the  general  care  and  control  of  the  students,  as  well  in  the  matter 
of  their  health  and  comfort  as  in  reference  to  their  studies  and  disci 
pline. 

Sec.  2.  The  Headmaster  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  His  term  of  office  shall  be  five  years,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided.    Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  3.  The  course  of  studies  in  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy, 
including  sacred  studies,  shail  be  arranged  by  the  Headmaster  there- 
of, in  cooperation  with  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  in  conformity  with 
the  Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  this  Board. 

Sec.  4.  Any  officer  of  the  Federal  Government  detailed  to  this 
school  shall  be  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  cadets  and  charged 
with  the  duties  usually  incumbent  on  a  Commandment  of  Cadets, 
subject  to  such  ruins  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Headmaster. 

Sec.  5.  The  Headmaster  shall  have  the  authority  to  appoint  his 
Assistants  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Sec.  6.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  Headmaster,  affecting 
the  finances  of  the  Corporation,  unless  approved  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor. 

Sec.  7.  No  student  shall  be  dismissed  without  the  concurrence  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor.
